NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL NEWS 


COMING EVENTS IN THE TWO 
HOUSES OF CONGRESS. 
@PEAKER KEIFER’S GREAT TASK—MR. HIS- 
COCK LIKELY TO BE CHAIRMAN OF THE 
APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE — THREE 
EDUCATIONAL BILLS THAT WILL PROBA- 
BLY CAUSE MUCH TALK IN THE SENATE. 

WasstncTon, Dec. 9.—To-day’s session 
of the House of Representatives was less than 
B80 minutes in duration. The only business 
transacted was the announcement by the 

Speaker of two committees, one being the 
standing Committee on Mileage, which is com- 
posed of Messrs. Smith of Pennsylvania, Ryan, 
Paul, Cobb, and McKenzie, and the other, a 
special committee consisting of one member 
from each State, to arrange a programme for 
conducting proper services. in both houses 
over the death of President Garfield. This 
committee will act with a committee of the 
Senate appointed for the same purpose, and 
is composed of the following-named members: 
Messrs. McKinley, Pacheco, Belford, Wait, 
Forney, Dunn, Martin, Davidson of Florida, 
Stephens, Cannon, Orth, Kasson, Anderson, 
Carlisle, Gibson, Dingley, McLane, Harris of 
Massachusetts, Horr, Dunnell, Hooker, Ford, 
Valentine, Cassidy, Hall, Hill of New-Jersey, 
Cox of New-York. Vance, George, O’Neill, 
Chase, Aiken, Pettibone, Mills, Joyce, Tucker, 
Wilson, and Williams of Wisconsin. 

The Speaker continues to labor diligently on 
the work of constructing the standing com- 
mittees, and is almost constantly besieged by 
members who call to prefer their claims for 
assignment to certain committees. Speaker 
Keifer gives to all an attentive hearing, but 
few leave his presence with any assurance as 
to where they willbe placed. The lobby agents 
are not idle, and are working assiduously and 
by all those devious ways and ingenious meth- 
ods so familiar to them to get certain commit- 
tees arranged in their respective interests. 
The Speaker has been cautioned against this 
class, and is not likely to be imposed upon 
by them to any great extent. There are 
numerous contested election cases pending, 
and as itis important that these cases should 
be determined at the earliest practicable day, 
the Speaker will probably announce the Com- 
mittee on Elections early next week. There is 
no reason why these contested cases should be 
delayed until about the close of the session of 
Congress, as has been so frequently done, and 
men who were legally elected kept dancing at- 
tendance about the corridors of the Capitol 
until within a few days of the expira- 
tion of the term for which they 
were elected. There are several gentle- 
men on the Democratic side, notably Mr. 
Chalmers, of Mississippi, and Mr. Dibble, of 
South Carolina, who have no legal title to 
seats in the House beyond that derived from 
a Governor’s certificate, and these two cases, 
at least, should be taken up immediately and 
forced to a speedy decision. Some doubts 
have been expressed as to whether Mr. Hiscock, 
of New-York, would ve assigned to the Chair- 
manshbip of the Committee on Appropriations, 
enc it was currently reported that Mr. Kasson 
would be given that place, There is good 
ground for stating that Mr. Hiscock will be 
selected for the first plage on the Committee 
on Appropriations, which will make him prac- 
ticelly leader of the House, 

At the last session of Congress an important 
bill providing for the establishment of an edu- 
cational fund was introduced by the late Sen- 
ator Burnside. After an exhaustive debate 
it passed the Senate but failed to get before 
the House. The bill provided that the net 
proceeds of the sale of public lands and of re- 
ceipts at the Patent Office should be set 
apart each year, bearing interest at 4 
per cent., and that the interest should be 
apportioned to the several States and Terri- 
tories. For the first 10 years the apportionment 
was to be made in direct proportion to the 
number of illiterate persons 10 years old and 
apward in each State: that is, tne money for 
{0 years was to be applied where education was 
most needed. One-third of the sum appor- 
tioned was to go to agricultural colleges until 
each one should secure in this way an annual 
meome of $30,000. It was announced that the 
pmount which could be set apart each year 
from the sales of public lands and patent fees 
would be $1,500,000, so that the income for the 
first year would be $60,000, for the second 
year $120,000, and so on, the income reaching 
5600,000 for the tenth year. The bill was 
passed by a vote of 41 to 6. The opposition 
care from those who desired that the whole 
sum of $1,500,000 should be distributed each 
year, so that there should be no constantly in- 
creasing fund. Senator Morrill has taken up 
the bill at this session, death having removed 
its author, and it is again before the Senate. 

The most prominent advocate of the im- 
mediate distribution of the money was Sena- 
tor Teller, and he has introduced at this ses- 
sion a bill which is supposed to embody his 
views. This bill provides that the Secretary 

of the Interior, the Secretary of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, and the Commissioner of 
Education shall be a Board of Public Educa- 
tion, and shallin each year report to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury the number of chiidren in 
the Svates and Territories between the ages of 
6 and 18 years, the number of persons 10 years 
of age and upward in each State who cannot 
read or write, and the amount expended by 
cach State or Territory during the preced- 
ing year for the support of common 
schools. Within 60 days after the reception 
of the report the Secretary of the Treas- 
ory is to apportion the sum of §$10,- 
j00,000 to the States and Territories 
in direct proportion to the nnmber of 
illiterate persons in each and the money must 
be applied to the education of children between 
the ages of 6and 18 years, without distinction as 
to color or sex; but no State is to receive more 
than it expends annually for the same purpose 
out of its own fund. In States where separate 
schools are maintained for white and colored 
children, the money is to be divided between 
the two races in direct proportion to the num- 
ber of children in each. No mongy is to be 
given to States which discriminate against 
any portion of the whole number of children 
on account of race or color. The bill appro- 
priates a very large sum, and is in accordance 
with Mr. Teller’s opinion that the aid to be 
given where illiteracy is most prevalent ought 
to be given without delay. 

Senator Biair, of New-Hampshire, has in- 
troduced a bill “— the same subject, which 
is even more emphatically in accordance with 
the view that this money ought to be given 
now for the removal of illiteracy. This bill 
provides that for 10 years to come there shall 
ve aunualiy appropriated to secure the bene- 
its of common school education to all the 
thildren living in_ the United States the 
following sums: For the first year, $15,- 
00,000; for the second year, $14,000,000; 
for the third year, $13,000,000, an 
so on until 10 eppropriations shall have been 
inade, when ali appropriations shall cease. 
The total would be $105,000,000. The appor- 
tionment is to be made in direct proportion to 
the number of illiterate persons, and the 
money is to be used in aiding the development 
of the local common school system. Instruc- 
tion must be free to all, One-tenth of any 
Btate’s portion may be used in educating 
teachers for the common schools. No 
State or Territory is to receive 
money unless it spends out of its own fund, 
during the first five years, for free common 
schools, at least one-third of the sum allotted 
to it, and during the second five years a sum 
equal to the whole of its allotment. some dis- 
cretion in such cases, however, is left to the 
Secretary of the Interior, who represents the 
United States in the plan. To aid in carrying 
out the provisions of the bill, the President is 
to appoint a Commissioner of Common Schools 
tn each State, who is to take charge of the 
execution of the act and co-operate with the 
State authorities. 

By comparing the three bills it will be seen 
that the expenditure in 10 years provided by 
the Burnside bill is $3,300,000; the Teller 
bill, $100,000,000, and by the Blair bill, $105,- 
000,000. Bub at the end of 10 years. under the

WasHINGTON. Dec. 9, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $277,000, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $464,341 81, and from Customs $708,043 77. 

The bonds embraced in the one hundred and 
fifth call which have been received for re- 
demption to date amount to $15,293,000, 

Postmaster-General James and Superintend- 
ent Thompson, of the Railway Mail Service, 
will go to New-York to-night to see about ad- 
ditional mail facilities on the trunk lines lead- 


ing out of New-York. Mr, James will return 
on Monday. 


Second Assistant Postmaster-General Elmer 
says that rot a complaint has yet been made 


by Western or Southern Congressmen about 
the cutting down of star routes, although it 
was predicted by the alleged star route ring 
that Congressmen would make an onslaught 
upon the department because of its action. 

Secretary Folger said to-day that the news 
of the contemplated action of the ‘freasury 
Department in anticipating weekly the pay- 
ment of $5,000,000 of the bonds of the one 
hundred and sixth call without rebate being 
known in New-York hours before it was an- 
nounced was the result either of eaves-drop- 
ping or treachery. 

Tuesday next has been agreed upon as a day 
for calling the States for the presentation of 
bilis in the House of Representatives, and the 
futroduction of a large number of measures 
may be lookedfor. Nearly all of the impor- 
tant bills which failed to receive action during 
the last Congress will be reintroduced by their 
respective authors, and many members have 
to-day expressed their intention of introducing 
new bills. 


The Clerk of the House to-day appointed 
William H. Smith as House Librarian and 


Lewis Reinberg as stationery clerk, Mr. 
Smith, who is a colored man, has for many 
years acted as messenger in the library, and 
has earned his promotion by intelligence and 
devotion to duty. Mr. Reinberg’s appoint- 
ment is a restoration to a place from which he 
was removed about six years ago. 


First Assistant Postmaster-General Hatton 
has made a ruling that the sender of any mail 


matter requested to be returned if not deliv- 
ered in a specified time has the right to 
lengthen or shorten the time originally named 
on the envelope, but the letter or matter must 
remain as long as three days in the office of 
destiuation. After that time it may be sent to 
the writer in the time he requests. Postmas- 
ters shall return matter upon such requests 
without the charge of additional postage, The 
same ruling applies to card matter containing 
simply the name and address of the sender. 


The letter of instructions regarding the re- 
demption, without rebate of interest, of the 


bonds embraced in the one hundred and sixth 
call, mention of which was made in vester- 
day’s dispatches, was forwarded to Assistant 
Treasurer Hillhouse this afternoon. In addi- 
tion to authorizing the redemption of $5,000,- 
000 of the bends on each Wednesday, the Sec- 
retary directs that in the event of that amount 
of bonds not being presented for redemption 
on any of the dates mentioned, the Assistant 
Treasurer shall continue to redeem such bonds 
from day to day until the required amount has 
been obtained. 


The Superintendent of the Railway Mail 
Service has ordered that hereafter, upon tho’ 


first of every month, division Superintendents 
will cause to be printed, by the electric pen 
process, a list of all articles found loose in the 
mails by employes during the preceding 
month, giving a description of the articles, 
from what source received, the date received, 
by whom turned in, the name of the Post Of- 
fice in which they are deposited by the division 
Superintendent for transmission to the Dead- 
letter Office, and the date of such deposit, 
One of these printed lists will be sent to every 
first class Post Office in the United States. 

The Cabinet session to-day lasted only an 
hour. The question of organizing a better 
ferm of government for Alaska and enforcing 
its recognition by the natives was informally 
discussed. The trouble with the cow-boys on 
the Mexican border also received attention, . 
and itis believed that some action will be 
taken to protect the frontiers of both the 
United States and Mexico from depredations 
by this class of marauders. Another subject 
considered was the establishment of tele- 
graphic communication between the United 
States, Chili, and Peru. An American com- 
pany is making arrangements to that end, and 
the question before the Cabinet was how far 
the support of this country could be given to 
such an enterprise without compromising the 
rights of Chil or Peru in their present com- 
plicated condition, No eonclusion was reached. 

The Republican Caucus Committee, ap- 
pointed to arrange for making some changes 
in the Republican memberskip of the Senate 
committees, held a Jong session at the Capitol 
to-day, and before adjournment completed a 
plan of reorganization which will be reported 
to the caucus at its next meeting. The most 
important change decided upon was the sub- 
stitution of Mr. Windom for Mr. Edmunds as 
Chairman of the Foreign Relations Conimit- 
tee, Mr. Edmunds, who is also at the head of 
the Judiciary Committee, having consented to 
withdraw from the former committee, so that 
Mr. Windom night be placed at the head of it. 
Senators Sherman and Allison are to retain 
their positions on the Finance Committee, and 
Senator McMillan, who is now at the head of 
the Committees on Commerce and Revision of 
the Laws, will relinquish the Chairmanship of 
the latter committee in favor of some other 
Senator. 
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A STATE SENATOR SHOT, 


SENATOR SMITH, OF TENNESSEE, 8HOT BY A 
MAN WHOM HE CALLED A LIAR. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 9.—Senator 
Smith, of Fentress County, by whose vote the 
Senate, at the last regular session, passed the 
bill settling the State debt at 103, was shot in 
the left shoulder this afternoon by John J. 
Vertrees, an attorney. Since the passage of 
the bill settling the debt Vertrees has repeat- 


edly charged that Senators Barrett, Morgan, | 


and Smith were bribed to vote for the meas- 
ure. Barrett sued Vertrees for $10,000 dam- 
ages, but afterward withdrew the suit. Mor- 
ganand Smith contented themselves with de- 
nouncing the accusation as false and malicious. 


In the Senate this morning, Morgan, who is 
Speaker, rose to a question of privilege and 
characterized as an infamous, malicious false- 
hood the charge brought against him. He 
declared its authors as liars and slanderers, 
and concluded by demanding an investigation. 
Smith followed Morgan with a review of his 
action on the bill, and said that Vertrees 
had gone before the court and uttered lies 
about him. He branded Vertrees as a liar, and 
asked for an investigation. Barrett demanded 
an investigation, put refrained from denuncia- 
tion of those who had impugned his motives. 
Senator Bell offered a resolution ae a 
committee of investigation, but after some 
discussion the Senate adjourned without 
taking action thereon. While Morgan, Smith, 
and Barrett were refuting the charges referred 
to, there was much excitement ia the lobby, 
and friends of Smith and Vertrees seemed ap- 
prehensive of a collision between these gentile- 
men. Vertrees was within 10 feet of Smith 
when the latter ealled him a liar, and immedi- 
ately all eyes were turned in that direction, 
but no disturbance was made. Some, fearing 
there would be difficulty after the adjourn- 
ment of the Senate, sent for officers for the 
urpose of quelling any outbreak, and just 

fore adjournment five stalwart policemen 
entered the Senate and took positions in differ- 
ent parts of the Chamber. 

Avout noon the Senate adjourned, and the 
members began filing out. Smith appeared 
somewhat excited as he passed out with Mor- 
gan. He went directly from the Senate to 
the Maxwell House, taking a seat opposite the 
office and near Senator Room. A few min- 
utes later Vertrees garda the Maxwell House, 
walked up to Smith, who was reading a paper, 
spat in ‘his face, drew a revelver, and. a 
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Smith rose, fired at him. Smith was armed, 
but dia not draw hisrevolver. Vertrees, whose 
first shot missed Smith, shot at him again. 
The second bullet also went wide of its mark, 
and Smith ran into the barber’s shop of the 
hotel, a third ball taking effect about the 
centre of the left shoulder blade as he en- 
tered the shop. After the door was closed 
and locked Vertrees put up his pistol and 
walked across the floor to the office of 
theRegister. There was great excitement in 
the hotel during and after the shooting. E, 
B. Turpin, of Gallatin, a friend of Vertrees, 
created a panic in the crowd which had gath- 
ered around, by drawing a large pistol, which 
he flourished over his bead commanding all 
persons, friends or foes, to stand back. Ver- 
trees tried to quiet his friend, but whenever 
any one attempted to appreach him Turpin 
would flourish his pistol and demand to know 
who he was, as if he regarded all who 
came in as positive enemies of Vertrees, 
Vertrees, as soon as arrested, was placed 
in a hack and driven to the station-house, 
where he gavea bond for his appearance be- 
fore the Recorder. He then surrendered him- 
self to the magistrate, and gave a bond in $10,- 
000 for his appearance in the Criminal Court. 
Smith was arrested for carrying a pistol, and 
gave bonds. Turpin was also arrested. A.M. 
Lamb, Jr., was arrested for interfering with 
the officers, 

The resolution calling for the investigation 
was adopted this afternoon, after the shooting. 
Excitement is high to-night, and more trouble 
is anticipated. The ball was extracted from 
Smith’s shoulder this evening. 
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THE VIRGINIA SENATORSHIP. 


RIDDLEBERGER’S FRIENDS CONFIDENT— 
PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S POSITION. 

Ricumonp, Va., Dec. 9.—The Senatorial 
contest is still attracting general attention. 
Senator Mahone claims to-have received satis- 
factory evidence that President Arthur will 
not interfere with the fight. Some of Mr. 
Lewis’s friends are still persisting in pressing 
his claims, but there is every reason to believe 
that Riddleberger will receive the nomina- 
tion. Republican members of the Legislature 
say that they do not intend to disturb the har- 


mony now existing in the Liberal Party; that 
Riddleberger is an avowed friend of the Ad- 
ministration and Liberal Republican princi- 
ples, and that, therefore, itis only a choice as 
between men personally. Mr. Lewis himself 
has very little to say. Gen. Mahone is said 
to have addressed that gentleman a note 
last night, requesting a written statement 
of what President Arthur said to him about 
his attitude inthe Virginia Senatorship. This 
communication, 1t issaid, was not answered 
up toa late hour to-night. Mr. Lewis cannot, 
it is believed, secure the whole strength of the 
Republican members of the Assembly in the 
Liberal caucus. That party displays every 
disposition to make an equitable division of 
State offices with its Republican allies. It is 
not likely that the unity now existing between 
the leaders of the contesting parties will be 
disturbed by the claims of any aspirants to the 
Senatorship. Ali are agreed to abide the re- 
sults of the caucus upon that matter. It is 
rumored that the Democratic members of the 
Legislature have a proposition to make looking 
to the Senatorship which is intended to defeat 
Mahone’s schemes, which will give the Demo- 
crats the State Supreme Court of Appeals. 
Gen. Mahone has heard this rumor and says, it 
is reported, that he defies the proposers of the 
scheme. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The National Re- 
publican publishes the following: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8, 1881. 

DEAR GENERAL: I had a conversation with the 
President this evening in relation tothe statements 
in to-day’s #os/ and star of this city, attributing to 
him certain views on the Senatorial election in Vir- 
ginia. In thosestatements he is represented as ex- 
pressing a wish forthe defeat of Riddleberger. I 
learn from him that this is wholly destitute of 
foundation. In the interview which has been so 
grossly misrepresented be was told that it had 
been stated that he was taking part in 
the matter in behalf of Riddleberger. He 
merely stated that he had not interfered 
at all. He suggested that Senator Lewis 
have a friendly talk with you on the subject. The 
President expressed no desire as to the political 
antecedents of the man who should be elected, nor 
did he say one word which, correctly stated, would 
in the slightest degree embarrass you or callin 
question your course. On the contrary, he desires 
it understood that he has no views which in any 
manner conflict with the friendly sentiments hither- 
to expressed to you by him. 

These assurances are as unnecessary to you as 
they were to me, but they may be useful in correct- 
ing misappreheusion.

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A MONTANA MERCHANT FAILS. 


4. R. NININGER & CO., OF MILES CITY, 
MAKE AN ASSIGNMENT—SOME UNPLEAS- 
ANT FEATURES REPORTED. 

BISMARCK, Dakota, Dec. 9.—A special dis- 
patch to the 7ridune from Miles City says: ‘‘ The 
extensive contracting supply firm and bank of A. 
R. Nininger & Co. have failed, with liabilities of 
$285,000. Niningeris now in Bismarck, and says 
the report is exaggerated, and that the liabilities 
will not exceed $150,000, with ample assets, and 
that an assignment has been made to Alexander 
Harding, Cashier, preferring all depositors in the 
bank. The failure was due to overstocking with 
new goods and active competition. The creditors 
are mostly in St. Paul, and the firm will probably 
resume.”’ 

Sr. Pavut, Minn., Dec. 9.—The news of the 
failure of A. Ramsey Nininger & Co., of Miles 
City, fell like a thunder-clap on St. Paul, where he 


was for a long time a resident and has many 
friends. He is a nephew of ex-Senator Ramsey, 
and connected with some of the most prominent 
citizens. There are some peculiar features in the 
failure that attract attention. Surprise is ex- 
pressed that he should have become so in- 
volved, since business in Miles City has 
been booming, and most of the business men 
Lave been prospering forthe last year. Nininger 
is blamed for leaving his business and remaining 
much of his time in St. Paul, and many accuse him 
of worse than negiect. itis rumored that he has 
been dealing heavily in wheat of late, but this can- 
not be confirmed, ‘The failure will lead 
to no end of litigation. Nininger has been 
a large owner of real estate, and within a 
month has transferred quantities of property 
to members of his family and others. His friends 
claim that this was done to save innocent persons 
from the consequences of his failure; that the 
property, though held in Ramsey Nininger’s name 
since the failure of his father in 1857, was really his 
brothers and sisters’ and that the transfers were 
made in justice to them. The transfers will be 
vigorously contested, however. A large number 
of suits were begun to-day for attachment against 
his real estate by some of his heaviest 
creditors. The jiabilities are estimated at $300,000, 
with assets of about $150,000. most of which will 
be swallowed by preferred claims and mortgages. 
A prominent lawyer here said to-day that the 
unsecured creditors, who include the heavi- 
est business men of St. Paul, will have 
little chance, unless the transfers of the 
St. Paul real estate are made invalid. This will de- 
end upon the construction of law. Under the 
aws of Minnesota, transters of property made 
within four months before an assignment are in- 
valid. Under Montana laws, such transfers may be 
made the day before failure. There is every pros- 
pect of long and tedious litigation. 
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A MOLLIE MAGUIRE TRIAL, 
a 
TESTIMONY FOR THE DEFENSE IN THE CASE 
OF PAT DOLAN. 

UnNIontTOWN, Penn., Dec. 9.—Iin the Mollie 
Maguire murder case to-day the interest was greater 
than ever. Dolan, when he took his seat at the 
tabie occupied by the numerous counsel: for the 


defense—Messrs. Marshall, Reardon, Shumaker, 
Searight, and Campbell—looked somewhat worn 
and pale, and seemed more nervous than at any 
previous time. At 10 o'clock this morning the 
p:osecution rested, and Mr. Boyle, leading counsel 
for the Commonweaitn, said their evidence was all 
in. John C. Shumaker opened forthe defense. He 
stated the points the defense would endeavor to 
prove. It was a most auspicious beginning of the 
case for the prisoner, and made a decided impres- 
sion in his favor. At the afternoen session the 
most important testimony ot the day was given. 
It was that of Bridget Mailley, to whom the prisoner 
Dolan had been paying attention. She isa fine-look- 
ing Irish girl, known.as the ‘‘ Queen of tne Mollies.” 
She testified to having seen Pat Dolan twice 
on the evening Healiy was murdered—June 26 
last—first at 7 o’cloek, and afterward at 8:20. 
A tew moments beforé she had heard three shots 
fired. She said: '*When I heard the shots Pat was 
still in sight, in company with Jim McFarlane and 
James Rogan. 1 wasin our front yard with Mrs. 
Morgan and my mother when the boys passed, and 
spoke to them.’? The counsel for the Common- 
weaith did not succeed in breaking down her testi- 
mony 


THE VIENNA FIRE VICTIMS 


PROBABLY SEVEN HUNDRED LIVES 
LOST BY NEGLECT. 

THE NUMBER OF VICTIMS STILL IN DOUBT— 
SIX HUNDRED AND NINE PERSONS MISS- 
ING—THE DISASTER CAUSED BY CARKE- 
LESSNESS AND CRUEL NEGLECT—TERRI- 
BLE SCENES OF DEATH AND SUFFEKING. 

Vienna, Dec. 9.—The terrible calamity 
at the Ring ‘Theatre last night has cast a 
shadow of gloom over Vienna, and the city. is 
in mourning. The great majority of the vic- 
tims of the disaster were residents of Vienna, 
and in some cases it is feared that entire fami- 
lies have been destroyed by the great fire. 
The feast of the Immaculate Conception, 
which was being celebrated so generally yes- 
terday, has given place to ceremonies of 
funereal significance, and the city, which is 
ordinarily one of the gayest in Europe at this 
season, is filled with men and women bowed 
down with sorrow for the loss of friends, 
Researches show that the upper gallery must 
have fallen into the pit, where the only re- 
mains found are small fragments of bone. 
Beyond a doubt 900 gallery tickets had 
been issued. One hundred _ holders of 
these are known to have jumped from 
windows. Competent judges fear that the 
loss of life will be found to be fully 700, Noth- 
ing has been heard of the members of the orches- 
tra. The work of rescuing the bodies is still 
going on, the firemen and the soldiers doing 
their duty bravely, and upto this time 400 
corpses are reported to have been removed 
from the smoking ashes of the once beautiful 
theatre. The poorer classes had flocked 
to the theatre in throngs to close the celebra- 
tion of their {éte, and it is believed that the 
fourth gallery, which was the lowest priced 
place in the house, was packed to overflowing. 
How many managed to escape through the 
narrow and dark passageways there is no 
means of telling, but those who failed must 
have been suffocated, as there were no 
windows opening to the street from this gal- 


lery, so that no rescue could be attempted from 
without by means of ladders, as in the gal- 
leries below. The uncertainty in regard to the 
extent of the disaster adds materially to the 
Room which pervades all elasses of society. 

‘he Bourse is closed, and nearly all business, 
private as well as public, is suspended. To- 
morrow has been set apart as a special day for 
the saving of masses in the cathedral and all 
the churches of the city for the repose of the 
souls of the victims. 

The Ring Theatre was well adapted to fur- 
nish the scene for such a catastrophe as that 
of last night. It was the most beautiful and 
popular place of amusement in Vienna, but 
its beauty was produced by the lavish use of 
the materials best suited to spread a fire, and 
in the arrangements for entrance and exit it 
was a veritable death-trap. It had four gal- 
leries, access to which was gained by narrow, 
tortuous staircases, dimly lighted by flickering 
gas-jets, and unless one was aequainted with 
the passages he would easily lose himself in an 
attempt to leave the theatre under ordinary 
circumstances, The manager was required by 
law to have oil lamps in these passages, to be 
used in the event of the gas being cut off, but he 
neglected to do so, and the result was that 
the panic-stricken crowd struggled vainly 
in the darkness to escape from the burning 
building. Thedecorations of the theatre were 
very elaborate and composed almost entirely 
of papier maché and light wood, which served 
to feed the flames and burned like so much 
tinder. Under the circumstances, appalling as 
is the loss of life, itis almost to be wondered 
at that so many persons escaped. It is esti- 
mated that about 2,000 men, women, and chil- 
dren were in the house when the fire broke 
out, and placing the loss of life at 700, 
which it is to be hoped is an ex- 
travagant estimate, about 1,300 either 
managed to make their escape, in spite of the 
panic or the miserable arrangements of the 
house, and were rescued from the flames by 
the gallant firemen and soldiers. Of these, 
about 150 are now lying in the various hospi- 
tals of the city, wounded and suffering in- 
tensely. Some of them are mangled so severely 
that they have almost lost all semblance of 
humanity. Many will probably die; others 
will recover, but they will be maimed 
and disfigured for life. One of the sad- 
dest of the many sad _ scenes which 
the catastrophe has produced is to be wit- 
nessed in these hospitals. Mothers, fathers, 
sisters, and wives are continually inquiring 
for friends who were known to have been in 
the theatre atthe time of the fire, their one 
last hope being to find them here, even though 
mangled and torn. A failure to recognize 
them among the patients or among the corpses 
recovered is pretty sure evidence that their 
bodies are still buried in the ruins of the Ring 
Theatre. 

The mystery attaching to the origin of the 
fire is still unsolved, two stories being told, 
and each being firmly believed by certain 
classes. One of these is that a workman on 
the stage carelessly dropped an oil-lamp and 
set fire to the scenery. he other is that the 
conflagration was started in some unexplained 
manner by the engine below the stage, which 
was used to generate electricity four supplying 
the electric lights. Whichever may have been 
its origin, there is not the least doubt that 
had the programme supposed to exist for: 
such an emergency been carried out, the 
theatre would have been emptied without loss 
of life. The fire was started at about 6:45, 
while the curtain was still down. The house, 
fortunately, was not filled, many of the hold- 
ers of boxes and the more desirable seats not 
having arrived. Had the iron curtain, which 
is provided for use in just such an emergency, 
been promptly Jowered, the house could have 
been dismissed by a manager of tact in an or- 
derly manner and without creating the panic 
which subsequently occurred with such disas- 
trous consequences. But the moment the 
flames broke forth on the stage, those whose 
duty it was to attend to the iron curtain are 
said to have fled, and probably secured their 
own lives at the expense of hundreds of their 
feilow-beings. An officer of the theatre, how- 
ever, says that it was impossible to lower this 
curtain owing to the frightful rapidity 
with which the flames spread. In the 
dressing-rooms and on the stage were 
the artists and about 200  ballet-girls, 
dressed in their flimsy garments. The cast 
consisted of the actors Ferenczy, Lindorf, 
Wilke, Rudolph, and Lindau, and actresses 
Stahl, Fischer, and Ilona. On the extinction 
of the lights all rushed for the stage 
door, and many were knocked down and 
trampled upon, but most of them reached 
the street without serious injury, The gai- 
leries were crowded and the pit was fairly 
filled, but owing to.the earliness of the 
hour there were oniy a few _ persons 
in the stalls and boxes. In the panic 
the persons responsible for the safety of 
the theatre neglected to use the means for 
telegraphing to the fire engine stations 
which they had at their disposal. 
The audience were en left for 
10 minutes struggling wildly in darkness 
for means ofexit. The life-saving brigade 
then arrived with ladders, torches, and jump- 
ing-sheets. ‘The persons saved with the aid of 
sheets jumped from the windows by the dozen at 
atime. Inan houranda halfthe whole building 
was a roaring furnace. The persons whose 
bodies were first recovered seem to have died 
mostly from suffocation; but the other bodies 
erg a shocking spectacle. Many have the 

eads or feet burned off. 

Herr Helmesberger, the director of the or- 
chestra, was on the stage during the terrible 
Struggle, and, as he is still missing, the con- 
clusion that he perished in the flames is almost 
inevitable. He was a son of the director of the 
Vienna Conservatory of Musie, and, although 
only 80 years old, had already attained an 
enviable position in the ranks of musicians. 

It is a remarkable fact that the audience 
were kept so long in utter ignorance 
of the danger which threaten them. 
The screams of the members of the 
chorus, muffled by the intervention of the 
heavy curtain, conveyed no alarm to the 
people in the front of the house, Inashort time 
the flames ha made such headway on the 
stage, fed as they were by the scenery, ropes, 
and highly combustible materials in the win 


| that the lizht began to show through the pain 


drep. Even this produced no fear among the 
audience. The illumination was attributed to 
experiments with the calcium lights which 
were used in the ballet of ‘‘ Les Contes d’ Hoff- 
man.” The audience continued to buzz and 
seat itself, and the lobby was thronged 
with ladies and gentlemen indulging in 
a final chat before taking their places 
in the boxes, when, suddenly, the 
flames attacked the drop curtain, and 
burst forth in one large sheet which swept 
away the canvas in an instant. The scene 
which followed can never be adequately de- 
scribed. A loud shriek of *‘ Fire” went up from 
2,000 terrified men and women, and an imme- 
diate mevement toward the narrow doors was 
begun from all quarters of the house. Women 
screamed and fainted, men yelled and pushed 
over thea prostrate forms of the weaker, 
trampling them without mercy in their struggle 
to gain the passageways. In the midst of 
the confusion the noise of a terrific explosion 
was added to the shrieks of the persons impris- 
oned in the building, which had now become a 
furnace, and the lights in the house were in- 
stantly extinguished.. The gas-tank had 
burst, and the narrow, complicated passages 
leading from the galleries were in total dark- 
ness. The doorways became jammed with 
the fighting throng, and soon it was impossi- 
ble to go forward or retreat. As the gas-tank 
exploded, the flames pierced the roof of the 
theatre, and the Schotten Ring was ablaze 
with light. Theinterior of the building was 
now so hot that men and women dropped in 
their tracks, and lay where they fell until 
suffocation ended their misery. Despair and 
frenzy seem to have taken possession of the 
occupants of the galleries. Cut off from all 
retreat by way of the narrow staircase, which 
was Clogged by a mass of humanity, and hav- 
ing no windows from which to throw them- 
selves, many of the maddened men and women 
cast themselves headlong from the fourth gal- 
lery to the pit below, where they were either 
instantly killed by the fall or perished of suf- 
focation. Others gave themselves up without 
a struggle and calmly awaited certain death in 
the furnace, which was now at white heat. 

+: The alarm of the firespread rapidly through- 
out the city, amd in avery short time the 
neighborhood of the theatre was packed with 
acrowd of eager men, ali anxious to extend 
help to the dying prisoners, but wanting the 
means. A light snow was falling, and this 
added to the fearful character of the scene. 
Within 10 minutes after the fire had gained 
possession of the auditorium the Turner’s Hire 
Brigade was on the ground, and the work of 
endeavoring to rescue the sufferers began. 
The walls near the choked-up entrances were 
knocked away, and greatnumbers of people 
were thus set free. The flames from the burn- 
ing building, however, soon becameso fierce 
that the firemen were obliged to give up 
this scheme of deliverance. Then they 
held large blankets outstretched, and into 
these the imprisoned men jumped from the 
windows of the first floor above the pit. In 
this way 50 persons were rescued without re- 
ceiving a scratch. Then the heat became so 
intense that it was impossible to stand near 
the burning theatre, and the brave firemen 
were obliged to give up the work of rescue. 
All who remained within the walls of the thea- 
tre at this time were doomed, and the shrieks 
of the victims as they slowly roasted to 
death were agonizing to the great multi- 
tude who watched the progress of the 
fire. By 11 o’clock, in a_ little more 
than four hours, the flames had done their 
work, and nothing remained of the Ring Thea- 
tre bet the four walls and the statues of the 
three muses and the giled angel with his trum- 
pet, which ornamented its beautiful front. It 
was many hours more before it was possible to 
explore the ruins in search of the bodies, This 
work has been zealously prosecuted all day, 
but of the 270 corpses which have been 
removed by the firemen and = soldiers 
up to this time, very few have 
been _ identified. The friends of the 
victims are congregated about the ruins eager 
to claim their dead, but the bodies are so dis- 
figured and mutilated that many will never be 
recognized. In many cases they have been 
reduced to simple heaps of charcoal, almost 
withont form or feature. The upper gallery 
has not yet been invaded by the firemen, as it 
is not yet regarded safe, but the search is still 
going on in the lower parts of the house, and 
itis mot too much to say that all Vienna is 
sadly watching the operation. The wife of 
Herr Helmesberger, the Court Musical Direc- 
tor, and several of the Court officers who were 
known to be in the theatre when the fire broke 
out are missing, and tbere is little doubt that 
they perished in the flames. 

The lower house of the Reichsrath adjourned 
its sitting to-day at the suggestion of the Presi- 
dent, after several sympathetic speeches. Hope 
was expressed that an ample fund would be 
raised for the relief of the sufferers by the 
fire. The official report states that of 157 
bodies taken te the hospitals, 96 are those of 
men and 41 those of women, and 20 are so 
badly burned that their sex is indistinguish- 
able, Tt appears that five water-taps above 
the stage, which might have been of material 
assistance in checking the fire at the outbreak, 
were not used in consequence of the panic. 

On the Bourse to-day £28,000 was subscribed 
in aid of the families of the victims of the fire. 
All the newspapers have opened subscription 
lists. The Emperor has given a large sum. 

avening.—The collection among the mem- 
bers of the lower house of the Reichsrath al- 
ready amounts to 3,000 florins. The theatre, 
which was the property of the State, was in- 
sured in the North British and Magyar 
Francia companies to the amount of 800,000 
florins in each office. The  lessee’s loss 
is estimated at 100,000 florins. He 
held insurance for only a small amount. 
The building is still on fire to-night. 
The funeral of the victims is fixed for 
Sunday. The imperial family has contributed 
largely toward the relief fund. The man- 
agers of ail the theatres announce special 
performances for the benefit of the sufferers. 
The number of persons actually reported 
to be missing is 609. In regard io the origin 
of the fire the superintendent of machinery 
states that the scenery became ignited as the 
lamps were being lighted by the electric cur- 
rent. 

Lonpon, Dec. 9.—The Central News Associa- 
tion has a dispatch from Vienna, dated this 
afternoon, saying: ‘‘Four hundred corpses 
have thus far been recovered from the ruins of 
the burned theatre.” 

LONDON, Dec. 10.—The Standard’s Vienna 
dispatch says: ‘All the performers except 
three of the chorus were saved. Baron Roth- 
schild has subscribed 10,000 florins to the re- 
lief fund. Among the missing are three Pro- 
fessors and a member of Parliament.”’ 

Paris, Dec. 9.—A subscription list has been 
opened here for the families of the victims of 
the Vienna theatre fire. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 9.—It having been re- 
ported that possibly some young American 
physicians studying at Vienna might have 
been lost in the theatre, burned there last 
evening, the following private telegram 
will relieve solicitude: ‘Drs. A. L. Ken- 
nedy, Horace Packard, and Thomas L., Dil- 
lingham, of Boston, and L, H. Kimball, of 
Bath, Me., are safe.” 
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EXPLOSION IN A PITTSBURG MILL. 


ONE MAN KILLED AND TEN SLIGHTLY IN- 
JURED., 

PirtsBuRG, Penn. Dec., 9.—This evening, 
about 5 o’clock, a boiler burst in the Keystone 
Rolling Mill. in the Fourteenth Ward, completely 
demolishing the boiler-house, scattering débris in 
every direction and killing one man and seriously 
injuring 10 more. At the hour mentioned, people 
living in that portion of the city were start- 
led by a terrific explosion, and hurrying to the mill, 
found on every side evidence of a terrible disaster. 
The mill employs 350 men. The fireman, John 
Quinn, was inthe boiler-house when the explo- 
sion occurred. He was badly scalded, but 
death resulted from concussion of the brain. 
Of those injured, only one—Alvus Gideon—it is 
thought, will die. He was a laborer, and is seri- 
ously burned, besides having a compound fracture 
of the right ankle. Upon investigation it was 
found that ‘only one boiler of the battery of five 
hadexploded. The boiler-héad biew out and went 
in a northerly direction, tearing down the 
corner of a warehouse, and landing fully 400 yards 
away, Another piece, 14 feet long, took an east- 
erly course, faliingin the yard of C. G. Hussey & 
Co.’s copper works, 800 feet distant. The flue went 
south-westwardly, tearing off a portion of one 
of the corners of the mill, and finally striking a 
brick building used as an annealing-house by Hus- 
sey & Co., and demolishing it. Other and smaller 
pieces were scattered in all directions, doing more 
or less damage. 

The engineer, Charles Bennett, had gone into the 
engine-room a few minutes before, and thus es- 
caped injury. He says he wascarrying 100 pounds 
of steam, and that the boilers were inspected 
three months ago. whan was given 


to carry 120 pounds. Tne boilers were 
48 inches in diameter, and were put in three years 
ago. Prior to that, however, they had been in 
use, At present nothing is known as to the cause 
of the explosion, but an investigation will be 
held at once. The names of those injured 
and the nature of their injuries are as 
follows: John Price, a _ pnddier, working 
directly under the portion of the mill 
struck by the flue, injured on the head 
and side but not seriously; Andrew Ingolds, 
a coal-cart driver, struck on the head bya flying 
piece, :but not fatally hurt: George Robinson, 
a bricklayer, working on the furnace, was cut 
about the legs; John Thomas and Thomas Thomp- 
son, blacksmiths, were cut about the head and 
back, but it is though not seriously hurt; John 
Brislin, a heater, scalded, but not dangerously; 
Jonn Jones and Evan Thomas slightiy injured 
about head and legs. As stated above, Alvus 
Gideon will probably die. He is a German and 
unmarried. The fireman, John Quinn, who was 
killed, was 25 years of age and single.

ASKING A NEW TRIAL. 
—_——_—@——— 
A PLEA FOR THE CONVICTED MURDERER OF 
OFFICER HAYES, AT ANSONIA, CONN. 

New-Haven, Dec. 9.—Arguments were 
made to-day in the Supreme Court for a new trial 
for “ Chip’? Smith, under sentence of death for the 
murder of Daniel J. Hayes, a Police officer of An- 
sonia, Dec. 23, 1880. The arguments for a new 
triat by his counsel, Messrs. Fox & Blyden- 
burgh, are not thought by other law- 
yers to be very convincing. It is predicted 
that the Supreme Court will not grant a new trial. 
In asking for it counsel say that there were errors 
in the rulings of Chief-Justice Park, and for 25 
minutes during the progress of the trial the Judge 
was not on the bench. The State, in answer- 
ing these arguments, makes the point that 
the murder was premeditated, and that 
the temporary absence of the Judge dur- 
ing the trial was of no consequence, 
inasmuch as the Judge was in an adjoining 
room, the door leading to the trial-room being wide 
open. One claim of the State is that it is never 
necessary to prove that a person charged with 
crime was in the full possession of his reasoning 
powers at the time the crime was committed. 

The condemned man, whose name is James 
Smith, is apparently about 20 years of age. He 
worked in one of the factories of the village and 
spent his evenings generally in the company of gay 
young fellows about his own age, whose enjoyment 
after working hours was found in visiting the 
numerous saloons of the place. He was not of a 
bad temper uniess drunk, and generally not even 
then. unless some special pains were taken to 
arouse his temper. The day of the murder young 
Smith had been engaged in a quarrel with the 
members of the Smith family, and his mother 
had found it necessary to retreat from 
the house, taking refuge in the woodshed. 
The father wentin pursuit of Police protection. 
“Chip” knew of this, and toward evening procured 
a pistol, afterward purchasing cartridges. He said 
to acompanion thatif any officer should under- 
take to arrest him he would killhim. Later in the 
evening Officer Hayes made the arrest. Smith had 
a brief tussle with the officer, but consented to go 
with him, saying that he had no pistol. Whilein 
the act of making the arrest, there was some resist- 
ance by Smith, during jwhich he shot the officer, 
who, after bravely proceeding to the lock-up 
with his prisoner, was found to be terribly wound- 
ed through the bowels. Officer Hayes lingered 
for a day or two and died, leaving a wife and fam- 
ily. At the trial in the Superior Court Smith’s 
counsel had endeavored to prove that the pistol of 
the officer was the one that had been discharged 
and caused his death. The jury did not so believe, 
and found a verdict of murder in the first degree. 
One prominent thing which tended to make convic- 
tion certain was the expression used by the murder- 
er when informed on the morning following the 
affray that Mr. Hayes was dead—thet he was glad, 
and that he hoped the oflficer’s soul would go to 
hell. Smith has now beenin jail under sentence 
of death for many months. From the time of his 
arrest he has been more or less under the observa- 
tion of Dr. J. J. S. Doherty, the jail physician, who 
is of the opinion that the condemned man is pe- 
culiar in his mental faculties.

A WOMAN’S BRUTAL TREATMENT.

ASSAULTED AT ANSONIA AND LEFT INSEN- 
SIBLE AND TERRIBLY BRUISED. 

Nrew-Haven, Dec. 9.—Yesterday morning 
Officer Larkin, of Ansonia, was informed that the 
nearly naked body of @ woman lay upon an em- 
bankment inthe rear of the factory of Osborn & 
Cheeseman, inthat town. He hastened to the spot 
and found that the woman was alive, although se 
had lain upon the frozen ground the entire night, 
her only clothing being a torn skirt, one stocking, 
an d apiece of acorset. Her hair was in confusion 
about her head and neck, and matted with blood 
and grass. Her entire body was cut and bruised in 
a frightful manner. So bruised and swollen was 
her face that her eyes were buried from view. On 
all sides were pieces of her torn clothing, and the 
grass and weeds looked as if crashed by a heavy 
farm roller. 

The woman proved to be Mary Glendon, about 40 
years old, an employe at Gardner’s buckleshop. She 
stated to Dr. Baker that she had been to Birming- 
ham to make some arrangement about her pension, 
her husband having diedin the late war. Her 
brother-in-law accompanied her part wav back to 
Ansonia, leaving her at the covered bridge. 
While going through the bridge she was as- 
saulted by four men, who, she thinks, 
were colored. One of them. struck her with 
his fist, she remembers that some liquid was forced 
down her throat, and she was beaten until she lost 
consciousness. Dr. Baker says there is no doubt 
the woman has been most horribly maltreated. 
She lies now at her sister’s house. The probability 
is that she will die. The faets were kept as quiet 
as possible by the authorities, who were in hopes 
that some ciue might be obtained to the perpetra- 
tors of thecrime. In corroboration of the woman’s 
story a shawl,, identified as hers, was found at one 
end of the bridge yesterday. The bridge has been 
the scene of many crimes, and is often frequented 
by gangs of ruffians.

THE LAND LEAGUE'S DESPERATE

MORE ARRESTS UNDER THE COERCION ACE

Lonpon. Dec. 9.—Seven persons living in 
the vicinity of Castle Island, County Kerry— 
among them Messrs. Reed, Coffey, and Ma- 
loney, who recently returned from America— 
have been arrested under the Coercion act, om 
suspicion of attacking houses.

MURDER IN STATE PRISON

AN ITALIAN CONVICT COMMITS 
HIS THIRD HOMICIDE. 
A QUARREL AT SING SING BETWEEN AN 
ITALIAN AND A NEGRO—A SECOND ITAL- 
IAN 8TABS THE NEGRO—THE MURDER- 
ER AND HIS VICTIM. 


S1nG Sina, Dec. 9.—A tragedy took place at 
the State prison this morning, resulting in the 
-stab¥ing and almost instant killing of one con- 
vict by another. At the usual hour this morning 
the eight or ten convicts whose work it is to peel 
potatoes in the mess-room were taken to their 
work, and all went along smoothly until about 
10 o’clock, when a negro named Charles Williams 
gnd an italian named Angelo Cornelli got intoa 
flispute. There were two Italians in this 
gang, and they and the negro never did 
Agree very well, there being a reciprocal dislike. 
At about 10:15 the quarrel between Cornelli and 
Williams culminated in the former calling the 
latter a hard name, which the negro resented, say- 
ing he would take that from no man, much less an 
Italian. and a fight ensued. Several of the other 
convicts (ook a hand in it. While Cornelli and 
Williams were engaged in a hand and hand en- 
counter, the other Italian, whose name is Onofrio 
Mongano, befriended his fellow-countryman, and 
attacked Williams from behind with a broom. 
Several of the convicts standing by, seeing the 
serious turn matters were taking, separated the 
combatants, the principal among those interfering 


to preserve order being Joe Coburn, the prize- 
fighter, who had recently been returned to this 
prison from Auburn. 
After the Italians and the negro had been sep- 
rated, Cornellil seized a heavy stooi on which he 
bad been sitting while peeling potatoes, and re- 
arned to the fray. Williams saw him coming, and 
ttempted to run out of the way, when the other 
talian, Mongano, stepped quickly to the negro’s 
ide, and, drawing a bright and keen-bladed dirk- 
nife from its sheath in his bosom, buried 
e@ blade in the negro’s neck on the 
eft side, cutting the jugular vein. As the 
lood spurted from the wound, the other con- 
victs stood aghast and mute, realizing that the 
hegro had received a fatal wound. Mongano, after 
having stabbed Williams, coolly went to a tank and 
wiped the blood from the knife and returned it to 
Its sheath. Two or three of the other convicts 
went to the prostrate negro, and, assisting him to 
his feet, helped him to walk over to tke prison hos- 
pital, which was about 75 feet away, aeross the 
yard. Leading on them, Williams got as far as 
the hospital door when his legs gave way from 
under him and he fell to the floor, where 
he oan once or twice heavily and died. All this 
took place inside of five minutes. Mongano was 
secured and taken care of. Joe Coburn, who had 
done his best to separate the convicts, said after- 
ward that he did not think it was going to be a se- 
rious affair, otherwise he could have prevented the 


murder. Coroner J. R. Ackerman, of Dobb's 
Ferry, was at once given notice of 
the murder, and came to the prison 


to hold the inquest. Having impaneled a jury, 
he took the testimony of the vg physician, ‘Dr. 
Barber, who testified as to the injuries the man 
bad received and the cause of death. Convicts 
Joe Coburn, Daniel Carr, and Paul Watchman, 
who had been witnesses of the murder, also testi- 
fied to what they saw, which in substance is given 
above. The inaguest was then adjourned until to- 
morrow, atio’clock, when additional testimony 
will be taken. Inthe morning a post-mortem ex- 
amination of the body will be made. 

The murderer, Onofrio Mongano, was sentenced 
on Deo, 9, 1880, just ome year ago coe by Judge 
Barrett, for life, for having murdered his wife on 
June 29, 1880, at No. 22 Mulberry-street, New-York. 
Hie was a rag-picker at thetime. This is his third 
murder, he having served a six years’ sentence in 
[Italy for murder. He had only been six months 
out of jail when he murdered his wife. He is 
credited with having said that no Italians are 
hanged in this country for murder. Charles Wii- 
liams, the murdered negro, was 25 years of age, 
and had been sentenced June 23, 1881, to five years’ 
{Imprisonment for throwing vitricl over his wife. 
He was born in Richmond, Va.. and had served 
one term in the penitentiary there. Both Mon- 
gano and Carnelli were immediately placed in dark 
celis, where they wiil remain for the present. 
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THE GALLOWS IN CANADA. 
HAUGH HAYVERN HANGED FOR KILLING A 
FELLOW-CONVICT, 

MONTREAL, Dec, 9.—At 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing Hugh Hayvern expiated, in the jail here, the 
srime of murdering William Salter, a fellow-con- 
vict, in the St. Vincent de Paul Penitentiary, on May 
28 last. The prisoner had been constantly attend- 
ed for some time past by the Rey. Father Layalle, 
Chaplain of the prison, but last evening that gen- 
tleman was relieved from ‘his incessant labors by 
the Rey. Father Knox and Father Cazean, who sat 
up with the criminal all night and celebrated the 
offices of the Church at an early hour this morning 
in the condemned man’s cell, where an altar had 
been erected by the Sisters of Charity for the bene- 
fit of the culprit. During the night the pris- 
oner slept little, being apparently much disturbed 
in mind and body. Ie admitted his guilt 


and expressed the deepest contrition. He said he 
did not know what impelled him to the cemmis- 
sion of the act. At an early hour a light breakfast. 
was furnished, which he partook of sparingly. Be- 
fore daylight the officers began to assemble in the 
jail. The Chaplain, Father Lavalle, and other cler- 
gzymen were present, and the last rites of the Church 
were administered. The procession formed, the 
Sheriff, in a black gown, leading the way, fol- 
lowed by the prisoner, who was extremely 
pale and evidently very weak. The scaffold was 
of rough pine boards and the platform 10 feet high. 
On emerging from the door, facing the steps 
ascending to the scaffold, Hayvern gave a fright- 
ened glance at the spectators collected outside the 
fence, about 100 feet distant. The executioner was 
directly behind, wearing a black mask, no part of 
his features being visible. The clergymen were 
also in attendance. 

Ti was expected that Hayvern would say some- 
thing on the scaffold, but those present were dis- 
appointed, as he merely bade adieu to the persons 
who had manifested kindness toward hjm during 


his confinement. Inside the jaii his ms had 
been strapped to his sides, so that the 
only further preparation necessary was to 


tighten the straps upon his legs. Everything bein 
adjusted, but without the usual cap or covering o 
any kind thrown over his head or face, the lever 
was touched by the executioner with his foot, the 
bolt sprung out, and with a thud the body of Hay- 
vern was dangling down below. With the excep- 
tion of stretching out the legs to their fullest ex- 
tent, there were no convulsive movements of the 
body beyond some very slight nervous twitchings 
pf the muscles of the neck andshoulders. Dr. 
Robillard, the jail physician, pronounced him dead 
in 11 minutes after the bolt was drawn. 

The crime for whieh Hayvern was hanged was 
committed in the St. Vincent de Paul Penitentia- 
ry. Hayvern was serving out a term for burglary, 
and Salter, his victim, was in the prison for 
oe? ury. Aplot had been formed by several of 

ee to escape, and when it was discovered 

y the authorities Salter was accused of haying be- 

rayed his brother conviets. On the day of the 
murder, soon after dinner, Salter passed up the 
stairs leading to the chapel, on his way to the ser- 
vice. In the corridor at the head of the stairs he 
was met by Hayvern, who seized him around the 
— with his left arm and stabbed him with a 
nife which he held in his right hand. 
Salter was taken to the hospital, where he died. 
e@ guards who saw the stabbing drew their re- 
volvers and ordered Hayvern to give up his knife. 
He refused, and defied them toshoot him, He was 
nally driven into his cell, but he retained the 
nife, and for a time held all the guards at bay, re- 
fusing to pe disarmed. He said that he meant to 
out his throat, and did inflict a slight gash on him- 
wag At length the chaplain of the prison put on 
is surplice, ordered the cell door unlocked, and 
entered. Hayvern did not molest him, and he suc- 
ceeded in inducing him to give up the knife. The 
rourderer was tried in October last, and sentenced 
so be hanged to-day.

A COLORED MURDERER’S DEATH. 

THE HANGING OF FRANK HALL, IN ARKAN- 
SAS, FOR KILLING PAUL SAUNDERS. 

LittLE Rook, Ark., Dec. 9.—Frank Hall, 
eolored, was hanged at noon to-day for the mur- 
der of Paul Saunders, two years ago. The hang- 
ing took place in the jail-yard, to which only re- 
porters and a few officers were admitted. The 
vondemned man was attended to the gallows by 
two Catholic priests, who administered spiritual 
ponsolation. A large crowd congregated outside 


jhe walls, monopolizing the house-tops, the fences, 
and every available space to gratify their curiosity. 
Hall was a notorious criminal before he commit- 
yed the murder for which he was hanged to-day. He 
ame to Arkansas several years ago, and settled in 
noke County, where he wass oon convicted of rob- 
bing a colored ‘boy of $30 and sent to State prison 
for three years. Soon after bis release he returned 
to his criminal habits, and was arrested, in com- 
ny with two other negroes, charged with 
illing and robbing a. carpenter named 
Brown. The evidence was not sufficient to 
warrant a conviction, and the three men 
were discharged. Hall then came to 
aski County, and was engaged as clerk 
a merchant named Dillard, who kept a store a 
few miles from Little Rock. The store was entered 
and robbed one night, and in a quarrel over the 
robbery Hall shot and killed Paul Saunders. He 
was captured, after a futile effort to escape, tried, 
mvicted,and sentenced to be hanged to-day. Since 
trial he has professed to be converted, and be- 
re going to the gailows to-day he said that he 
sure that he was going straight to heaven.

PROCEEDINGS IN CASES OF CRIME—OF- 


FENSBS REPORTED YESTERDAY. 
Witminerton, Del., Dec. 9.—Jeremiah Har-

GALVESTON, Texas, Dec. 9.—A special dis- 
patch from Corpus Christi to the News says: “It is 
rumored that a well-known drummer of this sec- 
tion named Rurman and his man have been killed 
near Rio Grande City.” 
A special dispatch to the Vews from Laredo gives 
particulars of the killing of four men. One, the 


watchman of an oil-tank, was shot through the 
heart, as was also a Mexican empleyed by the rail- 
road company there. Two Mexican officers across 
the river, who had quarreled, fought, with a fatal 
result. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9.—Bernard McMahon, 
who kept a grocery store at Eighth and Wharton 
streets, was shot and almost instantly killed to- 
night a a burglar. Haying closed his store, he 
was sitting in the dining-room reading to his sis- 
ters, when a noise was heard up stairs. Ono of his 
sisters went up and found there was some 


one on the outside trying to open a 
back second-story window. She ran down 
and informed her brother, who ran _ into 


the street. The burglar jumped down and ran into 
the street and was pursued by McMahon for some 
distance. The thief then drew a revolver and fired 
just as McMahon turned. He received the bail in 
the back on the left side, and it passed through the 
intestines. He fell and expired almost in- 
stantly. The murderer escaped. It is believed 
that Robert Barr, an old burglar, and 
several others living in the vicinity, are impli- 
eated in the affair. McMahon was in the habit 
of stating that he had money in the house, ard 
that doubtless led to the attempted robbery and 
murder. A young man named Wymer was ar- 
rested on suspicion of being the murderer, and a 
man named Barr, residing in the rear of No. 720 
Eneu-street, at whose house it is suspected a gang 
of burglars stopped, was also arrested. Other ar- 
rests will probably be made to-night. 


MontGomery, Ala., Dec. 9.—At the Pratt 
coal mines, in Jefferson County, an officer attempt- 
ed to arrest a negro, who resisted and seized a 
shot-gun. Before he could fire, however, the offi- 
cer shot him fatally. 

A few nights ago W. MeCann, a merchant in 
Chambers County, was called up by a party of 
negroes, who alleged that they wanted to make 
some purehases. As soonas he opened his door 
he was struck down by them and killed. Suspi- 
cion rested upon certain negroes, and on erveeiing 
‘one of them he confessed the crime, and carriec 
the arresting party toaspot where money, the 
proceeds of a robberv which followed the murder, 
was buried. The prisoner was lodged in jail at 
Lafayette, but there is a strong probability that he 
was subsequently hanged, as the last accounts 
were to the effect that a great crowd, residenis of 
the locality, was proceeding to the jail to demand 
the prisoner. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 9,—George W. 
Kaylor, Cashier of the local office of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway in this city, is 
missing. Nothing has been heard of him since the 
evening of Dec. 3, and it is feared that he has been 
foully dealt with, as he had a large amount of the 
company’s money on his person late Saturday 
evening. He is well connected in this city, and all 
efforts to discover anything about him have, so far, 
failed. He is about 25 years old, small in size, and 
of light complexion.

LIKUT. FLIPPER’S TRIAL HNDED. 
pee ETS, 
THE ARGUMENTS UPON BOTH SsIDES—THE 
VERDICT NOT YET ANNOUNCED. 

San ANTONIO, Texas, Dec. ¥.—The argu- 
mentsin the Flipper case were delivered to-day. 
The verdict will not be known until it has been 
passed upon by the reviewing authorities. The 
question of embezzlement was dwelt upon at 
length by both sides. The defense. claimed that 
Flipper could not be convicted legally under the 
charge, and that, aside from that, he was en- 
tirely innocent of any guilty intention or con- 
duct tending to establish embezzlement; that 
he had been careless in his manner of 
selling commissaries to enlisted men and laun- 
dresses on time and not collecting the money, but 
not dishonest; that when he discovered his short- 
»age he was afraid to speak of it by reason of his 


eculiar position in the Army, and was thus led 
nto making a false statement, boping to be able to 
raise funds before being required to turn them 
over; that he made several attempts to raise 
the money, each failing; and, having become em- 
barrassed, he attempted to work out the prob- 
lem alone; that he kept his funds in his trunk 
for extra precaution, and some persons, knowing 
it, had gradualiy abstracted it without his knowl- 
edge. Capt. Barbour argued upon the character 
Mr. Flipper had always sustained for integrity, 
honesty, and good habits, assworn to by all the 
witnesses before the court, as well as by his own 
Colonel. He also mentioned his great success 
from his entering West Point to the present time 
against extraordinary obstructions, and commend- 
ed him to the consideration of the court. 

The Judge-Advocate replied stating that Lieut. 
Flipper is the legal custodian of Government 
funds, and if they were kept in another place than 
that prescribed by law he was responsible, and 
cited many authorities to sustain his claira that if 
funds were not presented when called for he was 
guilty of embezzlement, as a matter of law, and it 
Was not necessary to prove the actnal crime. He 
also severely criticised his conduct in making the 
false statements, and in reiterating them until 
funds were found, and claimed that one wrong 
did not justify another. Atthe conclusion of the 
ease the Judge-Advocate announced that he had 
no further business to present, and the court ad- 
journed sine die.

PICKING OF THE COTTON NEARLY FINISHED 
-—A LARGE PART SENT TO MARKET. 

NorFro.kg, Va., Dec. 9.—The crop report of 
the Cotton Exchange, based upon 58 replies from 
82 counties of North Carolina and Virginia, of 
average date Noy. 30, is as follows: Thirty-three 
replies show the weather generally warm and dry, 
25 wet and dry, 37 show the weather more favor- 
able, and 21 less fayorable than last year; 45 show 
no top crop, and 13 a small top crop; 27 report 
picking finished from Nov. 10 to 20; 28 report in- 
creased help. The top crop is small and insignifi- 


cant in consequence of being too late to mature, 
Picking is reported finished in 17 counties. 


MosILx, Ala., Dee. 9.—The following is the 
Cotton Exchange report for the month of Novem- 
ber: Fifty-six letters have been received from 39 
counties in this State. The weather during No- 
vember was favorable for gathering the crop in 30 
counties, and unfavorable in 9; but it was gener- 
ally more favorable than during the same period 
last year in all of the eounties. In 11 counties 
a small top crop has been made; all the 
other counties report none. Picking bas been 


finished in 28 counties, and will be com- 
pleted in the a 11 about the 
middle of December. The total yield, as compared 


with last year, is reported as the same in 3, and as 
25 per cent. less in 16 of the more productive coun- 
ties; and in 20 less productive counties as 27 per 
cent. less. Little or no damage was done by frost.

From Mississippi, 20 letters have been received 
from 19 counties, The weather has been generally 
favorable for gathering the crop—more so than 
last year.

will be completed there about Dec: 10. The total 
id, as compared with last year, is estimated at 
per cent. less. Little or no damage has been 
done by frost. About 70 per cent. of the crop is 
reported as having been marketed. 


Mempatis, Tenn., Dec. 9.—The regular month- 
ly cotton report of the Memphis Cotton Exchange 
for the month of November, including the districts 
of North Mississippi, North Arkansas, and West 
Tennessee, embraces 76 responses. Fifty-eight re- 
port the weather for the month of November fa- 
vorable for picking, and 18 unfavorable. Compared 
with 1880, 68 report more favorable, and 8 about 
the same. Sixty-two report no top crop; 14 re- 
porta ioe crop, but it did not mature; 58 report 
that picking is completed, and 18 report that it will 
be finished from Dec. 5to 15.

There is no 
top crop. The picking is generally finished. The

een no damage from frost, Seventy-five per cent. 
of the crop has been marketed. 

In Mississippi 127 replies were received from 33 
counties, average date Nov. 30. The weather has 
been generally favorable, much more than last 
year, when it was very wet and unfavorable. A 
fair prospect for a top crop was destroyed by frost 
and worms, with a. few exceptions. The picking 
willbe generally finished by Dec. 1. The yield is 
26 per cent, less than last year’s, which indicates a 
decrease of 8 per cent. since the report last month. 
Sixty-eight percent. of the crop has been marketed. 

In Arkansas 111 replies came from 31 counties, 
south of the Arkansas River, average date Nov. 30. 
The weather during the month has been generally 
favorable, aud compared with last year more favor- 
able. Some counties report a small top crop, but it 
has been destroyed by frost and worms, The pick- 
ing is finished. The yield is 50 per cent. less than 
last year’s. Sixty-five per cent. of the crop has 
been marketed. 

CHARLESTON, Dec. 9.—Thke report of the 
Charleston Cotton Exchange for November is 
based upon 54 replies received from 27 eounties, of 
average date Nov. 30, All except 11 report the 
weather during November as favorable, and in 
comparison with last year more favorable, for 
gathering the crop. Forty-three state that a top crop 
has been made, but some of them say that it ma- 
tured only partially. Picking is expected to bo 
finished on Dec. 15 by 14, while 29 report picking as 
nearly finished and 11 as completed. The total 
yield, as compared with last year, is estimated as 
the same by 2, as seven-eighths by 3, three- 
fourths by 14, two-thirds by 28, and one- 
half by 10. Frost came too late to do any 
damage, except to kill some immatured top crop. 
The proportion of the crop marketed is reported 
by 2 to be one-quarter, by 6 one-half, by 7 two- 
thirds, by 21 three-quarters, and by 18 seven- 
eighths, showing that on an average about three- 
fourths of the yield has been marketed. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Dec. 9.—The Cotton Ex- 
change report is as follows: ‘‘One hundred and 
four replies have been received from 77 counties;

PRESIDENT BOND AND MR. GOWEN—NORTH- 
ERN PACIFIC PROGRESS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9.—President Bond, of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company, 
will issue a circular to the shareholders of the com- 
pany this afternoon replying to the charge of Mr, 
Gowen in his speech in London in November last 
to the effect that he (Mr. Bond) had presented a 
ciaim for $1,000 against the Schuylkill and Susque- 
hanna Coal Company, of which he was Secretary, 
for the surrender of books and papers that had 


passed into his possession. President Bond says 
that the point of Mr. Gowen’s attack is that 





he, (Bond,) as Secretary of a company, ac- 
quired possession of its records and title 
papers and refused to deliver them up 


unless unjustly paid therefor. ‘The personal 
funds, he asserts, were used to purchase the pa- 
pers ata public sale, and Mr. Gowen was cogniz- 
ant of the circumstances at the time he made thé 
statements in his London speech. President Bond 
treats of other features in the London address, and 
closes by referring to Mr. James McHenry, who 
has recently brought suit against him for libel. Mr. 
Bond says: “ Inspeaking of the author of these 
malicious insinuations—viz., James McHenry’s 
allegations in regard to Mr. Bond’s connection 
with the Texas and Pacific Railroad Company—I 
used language that was perhaps more forcible than 
elegant, but what I said was spoken in the privacy 
of my own room under the infiuence of strong feel- 
ing, and Lhad no idea that it would be put in a 
newspaper, although I was conversing with a re- 
porter who called to obtain information on an- 
other mater.”

LONG AND STORMY VOYAGES. 
ARRIVAL OF THREE BELATED AND WEATHER- 
BEATEN EUROPEAN STEAMERS. 


Three European steam-ships reached this 
port yesterday, after having experienced long and 
stormy voyages. Tho Anchoria, of the Anchor 
Line, left Glasgow on Nov. 24, and called at Mo- 
ville on the 25th. The storm began soon after she 
had passed the coast of Ireland, and continued for 
a number of days. Onthe 28th and 29th the storm 
was terrific, and the seas ran to a great height. 
The ship remained hoye to with her sails furled 
and her head to the sea, while the seas swept over 


her fore and aft. Life-lines were stretched along 
the decks for the safety of the sailors. Notwith- 
standing these precautions, several of the sailors 
were knocked down and severely bruised, but no 
one was dangerously hurt. Two of the life- 
boats were smashed to pieces, and the seas caused 
other damages to the wood-work. These dam- 
ages were tempcrarily repaired. For a number 
of days afterward the seas were constantly run- 
ning over the decks, and the passengers were 
obliged to remain below. On Dec. 4, in latitude 
47° 17 and longitude 44° 22’, a German steamer 
bound toward St. John, Newfoundland, was passed. 
She was short of ccal, and showed the signals ‘**R. 
D. W. J.” This was the Hamburg steamer Suevia, 
which has since arrived at St. John short of fuel. 
The Holland, of the National Line, from Lon- 
don, had a very long passage. She sailed on 
Nov. 16, and had variable weather while passing 
down the Channel. On the 22d the storm was vio- 
lent, and enormous seas opposed theship. That 
day she made but 45 miles, and on the 24th but 40 
miles. On the 26th she made 45 miies, and on the 
following day increased that run by one mile. The 
seas were enormous and swept over the decks, 
rendering thegee almost impassable. Squalls of hur- 
ricane force frequently struck the ship. On the 
29th the Holland made 65 miles, and the next 
day, being the stormiest one of the voyage, she 
traveled but 30 miles. She was under water al- 
most constantly that day, and the wind blew with 
the foree of a hurricane. The 8d was another very 
stormy day, and but 45 miles were run. During 
the rest of the passage the weather was more fa- 
vorable. Several of the sailors were knocked 
down and bruised, and some slight damage was 
done along the decks by the heavy waves, The State 
of Nebraska, of the State Line, from Glasgow, 
also had a very longand tempestuous passage. She 
sailed on Nov. 18, but did not leave Larne until the 
21st. Since then the storms have raged constantly. 
The seas swept the decks fore and aft the whole 
time, and some slight damage was done. Some of 
sailors were bruised by being knocked down. The 
winds frequently shifted from one bow to the 
other, but were always unfavorable. The officers 
say that the voyage was a remarkably severe one. 
The steam-ship Knickerbocker, from Vera Cruz 
and Havana, reports heavy galesand high head- 
seas from the coast of Florida to port. 
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STREET-CLEANING PROBLEMS. 
WHAT MR. COLEMAN 8AYS ABOUT THE PO- 
LICE DEPARTMENT. 
Street-cleaning Commissioner Coleman sent 
to Mayor Grace yesterday the following letter, call- 
ing upon him to require the Police Commissioners 


to help him (Coleman) keep the streets clean and 
enforce the ordinances relating to ashes and gar- 
bage: 


DEPARTMENT OF STREET-CLEANING, } 
NEW-YorK, Dee. 9, 1881. § 
The Hon. William R. Grace, Mayor, é&c.: 

DEAR Srmrm: From personal knowledge and from the 
admission of public-spirited citizens who are interest- 
edinthe condition of our stteets I am prepared to 
say that the streets of our City are to-day in acieaner 
condition than they bave been at any time tor many 
years past. They are, nevertheless, not so cleanas [ 
ghould desire, but with your help and the support and 
assistance of the other departments of the City Gov- 
ernment I believe they can be made to be. To secure 
this much-to-be-desired end the first thing necessary 
is the enforcement of the laws and ordinances 
against throwing prohibited matter into the street. 
With proper aid of the bepartment of Police the City 
can be kept thoroughly clean, but this aid mustbe 
liberal and hearty, and they should enforce the laws 
of 1866, chapter 377. Police rules 693 and 694 cover 
the ground, but they are not observed. 

I wrote to the Police Department asking that they 
co-operate with and assist me in keeping clean the 
streets of the City and the enforcement of the above 
rules, [have never received an answer, nor have I 
learned of an arrest being made under the above 
rules, except where the attention of the officer was 
called to the fact by one of my officials. 

The Police Commissioners, for some reason un- 
known to me, bave instructed their subordinates to 
report alleged celinquencies of my department to 
them, which reports are from time to time placed on 
file without further aetion on the part of the Commis- 
sioners, as I observe from the reports of their 
meetings published in the daily press, no notice, how- 
ever, of. such delinquencies being reported to me, 


These reports of ash barrels and boxes being left 


the street simply mean that the patrolmen 
found that number out during their hours 
of duty. If the patrolmen were asked they would 
also report that the ashes had been removed during 
the day, and what they reported was simply ashes 
that had been placed on the street or sidewalk after 
the ash cartmen had cleaned their routes. If the Po- 
lice officers were, as it is their duty, to prevent the 
placing of barrels upon the street at such times, 
there would be nothing for them to report. Some 
people assume that it ia quite natural that 
the Police Department shoula this 
department and try to embarrass my efforts to 
clean the City by not enforcing the Sanitary Code and 
other laws and ordinances bearing on the subject of 
clean streets; but there is no reason why such an an- 
tagonism should exist. The co-ordinate branches of 
the City Government should co-operate with and aid 
each other, and the heads of departments should 
meet frequently and frankly discuss matters that re- 
quire joint action, and thus prevent any conflict of 
authority among their subordinates. 

These I know to be your own views on this subject, 
and I have tried to carry them out so far as I have had 
the power todo so. Under the circumstances I feel 
compelled to cali npon you to require the Board of 
Police to enforce the laws and ordinances, and not to 
confine their activity to mere espionage upon my de- 
partment. If the Police Department have anything 
to report against any manin this department, { want 
to know it. There is no influenee that can or will re-

tain an employe in this department unless he does his 
duty honestiy and faithfully.

ANAWEKWARD COINCIDENCE OF NUMBERS. 
On the afterncon of Nov. 27 Matthew G. 
Stevens, residing at No. 185 Sixth-avenue, went 
into the Astor House to rest amd sleep. When he 
occupied the room assigned to him he had with 
him a fine gold watch, No. 138,587, of the famous 
Jules Jurgensen make, to which was attached a 


gold vest chain. He also had $290 in bills with him. 
Edward Piadle, a colorea man, 28 years of age, 
was a hall boy in the hotel. When Stevens left the 
hotel his watch and money were missing. Two 


days after this Pindle visted the jewelry 
store of George Costigan, No. 9 Ann-street, 
and offered for sale a Jurgensen watch, 


No. 13,587, and then tried to raise $100 on it. Mr. 
Costigan did not advance the money, but gave the 
watch to George Nottman, who took it to William 
Reiman’s store, No. 7 Astor House, and offered to 
sell it for $115. Inquiry revealed the fact that the 
watch came from Costigan’s, and for some reason 
neither of the parties bought it. Yesterday Pindle 
was arrested by Detective Mulvey, of the Twenty- 
seventh Precinct, and taken before Justice 
Kilbreth. in the Tombs Police Court. Pindle denied 
all knowledge of the theft, claimed that he was

A REPLY FROM MR, ERTZ, 

Mr, Charles E. Ertz, through his attorneys, 
Messrs. Emott, Burnett & Kidder, has prepared his 
answer to the charges of the Baltimore, Cincinnati 
and Western Railway Company.

He claims to have ob- 
tained the co-operation of numerous capitalists, 
that he is acting in good faith, and fully intends 
and is able to secure the building of his road. He 
disavows all intention of embarrassing or harass- 
ing the original company. He denies that he has 
made false representations in regard to the origin 
of his enterprise, and denies also that he is work- 
ing in the interest of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road. Mr. Ertz presents affidavits made by him- 
self and others supporting his claims, Many prom- 
inent gentlemen depose that Mr. Ertz is a gentle- 
men of integrity end good character, among the 
number being William R. Garrison, Franklin Ed- 
son, John M. Hughes, Paul Lichtenstein, and others.

BURGLARS IN NEWTOWN.

AN AUDACIOUS ATTEMPT TO ROB THE RESI- 
DENCE OF MR. THOMAS FLOCKHART, 


A cool and audacious, but only partially suc- 
cessful, attempt to rob the residence of Mr. Thomas 
Fiockhart, in Newtown, Long Island, was made on 
Thursday afternoon. The house is a two-story 
frame building, witha high basement, and stands 
somewhat isolated, on Chicago-avenue, near Pros- 
pect-avenue. Itis oceupied by Mr. Flockhart and 
his family, consisting of his wife, two grown-up 
sons and two small children, his wife’s mother, and 
his brother-in-law, Mr. Charles Lester Hooper. All 
of the gentlemen are engaged in business in this 
City, and were away from home when the robbery 
oceurred. The female members of the family spent 
the greater part of Thursday afternoon in 
the basement. This is contrary to their usual 
custom, but the temporary absence of the servant 


girl rendered necessary Mrs. Lockhart’s presence 
down stairs. About 5:45 o’clock the latter ascend- 
ed to the parlor floor to light the lamps. She car- 
tied a small glass lamp, which burned rather dimly. 
As she reached the front hall she saw a couple of 
bundles lying on the floor near the front door, 
which was wide open. She raised her lamp to ob- 
tain a better view of the objects, and the next in- 
stant she heard a sharp, clicking noise, quickly fol- 
lowed by the whizzing sound of a missile, which 
knocked the lamp out of her hand, shattering the 
glass chimney and extinguishing the light. Thena 
man, whose tall figure she could barely distinguish 
in the darkness, rushed out of the parlor and made 
a hasty exit through the front door. Mrs. Flock- 
hart sereamed for help, and in avery short time 
lights were brought from below, and soon after- 
ward several of the neighbors came in under great 
excitement, having been alarmed by a sewing girl, 
who, on hearing Mrs. Flockhart scream, ran out of 
the basement door and told everybody she could 
find that there was a burglar in the house. 

Upon investigation, it was found that every room 
on the upper floor of the Flockhart residence had 
been thoroughly ransacked.There were indisputable 
evidences that the thief or thieves had operated very 
leisurely, forthe mischief that they accomplished 
must have occupied them about two hours. Every 
bureau and stand drawer had been carefully ex- 
amined, and such receptacles as were locked 
had been pried open. Closets as well as trunks had 
been divested of their contents, but many articles 
of wearing apparel were found strewn about the 
floors. Garments that had been worn to any con- 
siderable extent had been cast aside, while the 
best of the family clothing had been neatly folded 
up and wrapped in sheets. The two bundles 
which were found at the foot of the stairs contained 
clothing and other articles to the valne of $400 
In addition to this property, the thief or thieves 
found $40 in gold and a handsome cluster diamond 
ring, which were carried off. Later in the even- 
ing one of Mr. Lockhart’s sons found tnat his re- 
volver, a small six-barreled weapon, had been 
taken out of a stand drawer, and loaded. This 
weapon was found on the floor of the hall near the 
broken lamp, and it was probably the missile that 
knocked the lamp out of Mrs, Flockhart’s hand. 
Tho latter thinks that the thief first tried to shoot 
her, but, the revolver missing fire, he hurled it 
her head. 


at By trying to fire the re- 
volver herself she ascertained that it was 
out of order and would not discharge, 


but the clicking of the hammer was just like the 
noise heard by her in the hall. Whoever it was 
that so coolly took possession of the upper part of 
the house forso longa period, it is thought, must 
have known of the absence of tae servant girl and 
the accompanying fact that all of the members of 
the family were down stairs, for it is the custom of 
the ladies to use the parlor asa sitting-room dur- 
ing the afternoons. One of the front windows of 
the parlor was found open and the mosquito net- 
ting which covered the lower portion of the win- 
dow-frame had been cut out. 

Mrs. Flockhart is quite positive that there were 
two men engaged in the robbery, although she 
saw but one. She, however, heard, or imagined 
that she heard, some one going out of the window 
atthe same time that the tail figure dashed out of 
the door, and her youngest son, who was coming 
up from the village abont that time, met a wagon 
in which were two men driving hastily away from 
the house. One or both of the burglars must 
have returned to the house afterward, for Mr. Ar- 
thur Flockhart, when returning from a party after 
midnight, almost ran against a man who was 
prowling around the piace. The latter ran out 
of the gate and up the road as the young man ap- 
proached, and a bullet, which was sent after hira, 
although it evidently failed to hit him, materially 
quickened his pace. 

The officers of the law in Newtown seem to hava 
done little or nothing in the way of taking hold of 
this case and endeavoring to ferret out the offend- 
ers. Deputy Sheriff Nathaniel Hicks informed a 
Times reporter that he had heard of the affair, but 
had not found time to go up to the house and ascer- 
tain the particulars. He had his suspicions, however, 
as to the perpetrators of the robbery. While he 
was not inclined to mention any names, he yolun- 
teered the information that the suspected parties 
were two brothers who lived in orabout New- 
town and did little or nothing for aliving. No 
arrests were contemplated up to last evening. This 
ease, while not of very great importance in itself, 
detives considerable significance from the fact of 


its giving emphasis to the suspicion that has 
prevailed for some time past in Newtown that 
a gang of desperate thieves are lurking in 


the neighborhood. During the early part of the 
present week a very handsome, unoccupied house 
on Union-avenue, in Newtown, was broken into by 
some unknown miscreants who despoiled it of 
everything that they could lay their hands on. The 

as-fixtures, water-pipes, and copper boiler were 
all taken out, and considerable damage was done 
to the house in their removal. he prevailing 
opinion among the residents of Newtown seems to 
be that the present Police protection is inadequate 
to the neeessities of the town. 
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ARBITRATION IN WORKSHOPS.

THE SYSTEM VINDICATED IN A FACTORY IN 
THIS CITY WHERE IT IS IN FORCE. 


Straiton & Storm, the extensive cigar 
manufacturers of this City, whose packers have 
been on strike for upward of three weeks, have 
addressed a letter to Tur Times in regard to the 
arbitration system which has been in force in their 
factories for some years. By this system all ques- 

ions between the firm and its workmen relating 
to advances, reductions, and the equalization of the 
prices of labor have been referred to soard of 
Arbitration, and amicably adjusted without the 
loss,of a single hour by the employes or a dollar by 
the firm. So perfeetly has the system worked that 
demagogues and agitators haye been practi- 
cally banished from the workshops of Straiton 
& Storm. ‘The result of the action of the 
packers has, the firm say, been disastrous princi- 
pally to the strikers. One hundred men have been 
out of employment for three weeks, and the losses, 
direct and indirect, to the working men, repre- 
sentented by the diminution of wages paid, 
amount to about $17,000,to say nothing of the 
losses to the firm. ‘There is no hope of the strikers 
gaining the objects for which they are now hold- 
ing out, which is their reinstatement in a body, for 
their places are now all filled by competent work- 
men. Failing in this, the strikers turned their at- 
tention to the Board of Arbitration, and announced 
their determination to destroy it if possible. As 
the annual election of members of the board was 
about to take place, the firm determined to thor- 
oughly test the feeling of its employes on the sub- 
jectof arbitration, being confident that the men 
would not berash enough to destroy a system 
which had proved so satisfactory to both parties in 
the past. The event proved that the firm was justified 
in its belief. The question was fairly put to a vote 
of the cigar-makers, ‘Shall the Board of Arbitra- 
tion be continued or not?” Outof a total vote of 
735, there were 478 in favor of arbritration, 229 op- 
posed to it, and 28 votes were blanks, giving a ma- 
jority of 249in favor of the system now in use. 
This vote the firm regards as a triumph of the pol- 
icy which it has followed in the past, and an- 
nounees its intention to adhere to it until some 
better method of settling difficulties between em- 
ployer and employe is devised.

CHARGES AGAINST GEN. TREMAIN. 

A meeting of the Twenty-first Assembly 
District Republican Association was held last even- 
ing in Morton Hall, No. 8 East Fifty-ninth-street.

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A FIRE THE POLICE KNEWLITTLE ABOUT. 

At 5:10 A, M. yesterday signal No. 151 was 
sent out for a fire in Alart & McQuire’s pickle 
warehouse, No. 402 Greenwich-street, and at 5:36 
o’clock an officer of the Fifth Precinct found time 
to telegraph to Police Head-quarters, ‘Fire No. 


400 Greenwich-street; five-story brick; under con- 
trol.” At 6:20 o’clock the message ‘Out’? was 
sent from the same precinct. Notbing more was 
heard about the fire. and it was supposed that it 
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was atrifling one. It was the duty of the com- 
manding officer of the Fifth Preeinct to sendin an 
account of the fire—whether it was asmallora large 
one. Curiosity impelled a reporter to notiee the 
omission at 9 o'clock last night, and the Fifth 
Precinct was asked by telegraph what the fire 
amounted to. The answer that came back was: 
‘*We have no history of the fire.’”” The reporter, not 
satisfied, went to Greenwich-street, and discovered 
that the firé had done great damage. It started on 
the first floor, near Alart & McGuire’s office, and 
had gained much headway when the engines ar- 
tived, Piekles in vatsin the cellar were spoiled, 
more than 300,000 pickles on the first floor were 
destroyed, and a vinegar apparatus on the second 
floor was badly damaged. Alart & McGuire’s loss 
is between $5,000 and $7,000. They are insured for 
$10,000. The building was damaged $1,000. Capt. 
Eakins, the commander of the precinct, is on leave 
of absence,

ROUGH PASSAGES ACROSY THE ATLANTIC— 
TIDINGS OF MARINE LOSS. 

HALIFrax, Nova Scotia, Dec, 9.—The Ham- 
burg-American Line steamer Gellert, from Ham- 
burg for New-York, put in here to-day short of 
coal. She experienced strong head-winds on the 
passage. She has about 500 passengers. All well. 

St. Joun, Newfoundland, Dec. 9. — The 
steamer Hibernian, (British,) Wylie, from Queens- 
town, arrived here at 12 o’clock last night after a 
17 days’ exceedingiy boisterous passage. She 
lost three boats, a skylight, donkey-engine, and 
aportion of the forward bulwarks. While the 
third officer and two seamen were engaged secur- 


ing a tarpaulin on the hatch a heavy sea washed 
all three overboard. The two seamen clung to 
the ropes and were saved, but the officer was swept 
astern and perished, 


PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 9.—The steam-ship Do- 
minion, which arrived to-day, reports the heaviest 
weather she ever experienced. She had her bridge 
carried away and her boat stove in. Her steering 
gear was carried away several times and she lost 
her sails, &c. 

Lonpon, Dec. 9.—The American Line steam- 
er British King, Capt. Lecky, from Liverpool Deo. 
1, for Philadelphia, returned to Queenstown to- 
day, having lost two blades of her fan when 600 
miles west of Fastnet. 

The British steamer Saxon Monarch, bound from 
Gibraltar for Antwerp, which is a month overdue, 
is supposed to have foundered in the Bay of Biscay. 
Itis feared that all hands, numbering 40 persons, 
are lost. 

The British bark Fisher, Capt, Duff, from Quebec 
Oct. 17, for Newcastle, has arrived. She lost her 
deck-load and had her bulwarks damaged during 
the voyage. 

The British bark Globe, Capt. Wallace, lost part 
of her deck-load. 

The Italian bark Luigia V., Capt. Volpe, from 
Liverpool Noy. 5. for New-Orleans, has put back to 
Waterford leaking badly and with her crew ex- 
hausted. 

The British bark Oliver Emery, Capt. Eldridge, 
from St. John, New-Brunswick, Noy. 19. for Cork, 
has arrived. She lost sails and deck-load during 
the Voyage. 

The British bark Times, Capt. Sebire, at Bristol, 
from Coosaw, S. C., is leaky. She lost sails and 
bulwarks and jettisoned her cargo. 

The British bark Wave Queen, Capt. Wilson, has 
put back to Milford, leaky. 


PortsmMoutTH, N. H., Dee. 9.—The schooner 
Mabel Thomas, of New-Haven, from Blue Hill, Me., 
for Washington, with paving stones, sprung a leak 
yesterday during a heavy blow, when 10 miles 
south-east of Thatcher’s Island Light. She also lost 
her spanker gaff, and was obliged to bearup. The 
vessel is leaking at the rate of 1,000 strokes an hour, 
and came into Portsmouth lower harbor, where 
she now lies. She will probably discharge her cargo 
here and be taken to some other port for repairs. 
The cargo is covered by insurance, but there is 
none on the vessel, 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 9.—Thesteam-ship Gulnare, 
at this port to-day, from San Antonio, reports hav- 
ing encountered heavy gales on Nov. 30, off Cape 
May. John J. Richardson, third officer, was lost 
overboard off the coast of Cuba. The Gulnare was 
disabled, and was towed into the capes by the 
steam-ship Caivert, from Charleston for this port.

FOREIGN BUSINESS MATTERS. 
THE WEEK’S TRANSACTIONS AND PRICES IN 
LEADING ENGLISH MARKETS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 9.—The Manchester Guar 
dian, in its commercial article, says: *“*The de- 
mand continues slow from all directions. Prices 
are not apparently affected by American advices 
indicating a more abundant supply of cotton than 
has lately been looked for.’’ 

The Mincing-lane markets are unimproved, and 
there is further weakness in several cases. Tho 
demand for coffee was so inactive that partofa 
small quantity offered at public sale had to be 


withdrawn. Prices are generally unsettled. Sugar 
was very depressed. Crystallized Demerara sold 
to a moderate extent at the late decline. Beet, for 
prompt shipment, was lower; refined was 6d. per 
hundred-weight lower. Rice was quiet, but low 
grades of Madras attract attention because of their 
cheapness. Tea was inactive and unchanged. 
Black pepper was 14d. per pound lower. Zanzibar 
cloves were unsalable on previous terms, owing 
to large arrivals. 

LivERPOOL, Dec. 9.—A leading grain cir- 
cular says: ‘The various grain markéts were gen- 
erally firm, with an occasional improvement in for- 
eign and the finest samples of English wheats, Car- 
goes off coast, on passage, and for shipment, move 
slowly. A moderate business has been done on 
the spot in wheat since Tuesday at full rates. Corn 
turned dearer. There was an average attendance 
at to-day’s market, with a steady feeling. Wheat 
met witha moderately good consumptive demand 
at Tuesday’s rates. Flour was in healthy request 
at ‘quite former rates. Corn was inactive and re- 
ceded slightly.” 

This week’s circular of the Cotton Brokers’ <As- 
sociation says: ‘‘ Cotten was firm on Friday, and a 
good business was done. The demand has since 
declined, and with some pressure to sell lower 
prices have been accepted for American and East 

ndian. American was in limited demand. Quo- 
tations gradually declined 4a. Ordinary, from 
searcity, was exceptionally steady at last week’s 
rates. In Sea I-iand a small business was done at 
full previous rates. Futures, with some fluctua- 
tions, have generally stowna declining tendeney, 
closing 3-32d. to 44d. lower.”

BOSTON’S EMBARRASSED BANKS. 

Boston, Dec. 9.—A long consultation was 
had to-day between the Directors of the Central 
and Pacific National Banks and Mr. Weeks, at 
which an agreement was drawn up and signed, 
which, with the assent of Controller Knox, will 
insure the speedy resumption of the Pacific Bank. 
The Pacific Bank owes the Central National $815,- 
400, the security held by the latter having a face 
value of $250,000. In the agreement the Central 
has adjusted this debt by allowing the Pacific 
Bank a year in which to pay $500,000. 
They have returned to the Pacific $125,000 of 
the best of the $250,000 collateral, and 
the balance of $315,400 Mr. Weeks agrees to pay 
in six months, he depositing first-class security. 
Weeks further agrees to cancel, to-morrow, $560,- 
000 of the indebtedness of the Pacific Bank by the 
return of certificates of deposit or bank checks, 
and the bank gives him a time extension on the 
rest of the amount due from him, ($474,600.) The 
Directors, having raised the $1,000,000 necessary 
from them,have decided,on the basis of this arrange- 
ment, to resume directly on receipt of the Con- 
troller’s consent, whieh, in view of the above 
facts, is considered a mere matter of form.

FAVORING FREE CANALS. 
ALBANY, Dec. 9.—The Senate committee to 
investigate matters in relation to the State canals 
met in the New Capitol to-day. State Engineer Sey- 
mour appeared before the committee and gave in- 


formation concerning the canals and thelr manage- 
ment, and favored making them free. He drew 
much of his statistical information from his annual 
reports to the Legislature. He showed that the 
canals had already paid over $50,000,000 into 
the Treasury of the State more than they 
cost. He recommended the abolition of the office 
of Resident Engineers. The canals, he said, when 
once free would cost only $1,000,000 per annum, 
with ail necessary improvements. He recom- 
mended the removal of the Belgian Cable Towing 
Company’s cable from the canals, William C. 
Clark, President of the Boat Owners’ Association, 
thought the expenses of managing the canals could 
be greatly reduced. He was strongiy in favor of 
free canals.

HIS SPEECH AT THE BANQUET IL 
HIS HONOR. 

AN EXPLANATION HOW HE CAME TO nz 
IX AN OSTENSIBLY FOREIGN LAND— 
LOOKING FORWARD TO THE GOOD TIMz 
COMING WHEN LITERARY PROPERT! 
WILL BE AS SACRED AS WHISKY. 


There was a very pleasant gathering of gen 
tlemen at the banquet given Mr. Samuel L. Clem 
ens (Mark Twain) at the Windsor Hotel, in Mor 
treal,on Thursday evening. The Gazette says of 
it; “The assembly was essentially a gathering o! 
tne devoted admirers of a great genuis, wht 
sought in a peculiarly English way to evinc( 
their appreciation of his literary peerage 
The gathering was thoroughly representativé 
of the intellectual and commercial greatnest 
of Canada.” The chair was occupied by tht 
Hon. Lucius Seth Huntington, who was supported 
on the right by the guest of the evening and Louis 
Fréchetto, and on the left by Consul-General 
Smith, -he Rev. J. F. Stevenson, and Mr. T. White, 
member of Parliament. After the toasts to thé 
Queen and the President, the latter being responded 


to by Consul-General Smith, and a poem in French, 
composed and read by Mr. Fréchette, the Poet 
Laureate of Canada, the toast in henor of the guest 
of tne evening was presented and was responded 
to by bim as follows: 

“That a banquet should be given to mein thig 
ostensibly foreign land and in this great city, and 
that my ears should be greeted by such compli- 
mentary words from such distinguished lips, are 
eminent surprises to me; and I will not conceal th¢ 
fact that they are also deeply gratifying. I oye 
you, one and all, gentlemen, for these marks o 
favor and friendliness; and even if I have not 
really or sufficiently deserved them, I assure you 
that I do not any the less keenly enjoj 
and esteem them on that account. When 4 
stranger appears abruptly in a country, with 
out any apparent business there, and at an un 
usual season of the year, the judicious thing fot 
him to do is to expiain. This seems peculiarly 
necessary in my case, on account of aseries of un 
fortunate happenings here, which followed my ar 
rival, and which I suppose the public have felt com- 
pelied to connect with that circumstance. I would 
most gladly explain if I could; but I have nothing 
for my defense but my bare word; so I simply de# 
clare, in all sincerity, and with my hand on my 
heart, that I never heard of that diamond robbery 
till I sawit in the morning paper; and I can say with 
perfect truth that I never saw that box of dynamit¢ 
till the Police came to inquire of me if I ha 
any more of it. These are mere assertions, I gran’ 
you, but they come from the lips of one who wa 
never known to utter an untruth, except for prac 
tice, and who certainly would not so stultify th¢ 
traditions of an upright life as to utter one now, in 
a strange land, and in such a presence as this, whe 
there is nothing to be gained by it and he does no 
need any practice. [ brought with me to thig 
city a friend—a Boston publisher—but, alas, evem 
this does not sufficiently explain these sinis: 
ter mysteries; if I had brought a Toronta 
publisher along the caso would have been 
different. But no, possibly not; the burgiar 
took the diamond studs, but left the shirt; only 2 
reformed Toronto publisher would have left the 
shirt. To continue my explanation, I did not come 
to Canada to commit crime—this time—but to pre 
vent it. I came hero to place myself under the 
protection of the Canadian law and secure a copy:

great advance upon past conditions, and one to be 
correspondingly welcomed, it makes one hope 
and believe that a day will come when, in the eyes 
of tne law, literary property will be as sacred as 
whisky, or any other of the necessaries of life. In 
this age of ours, if you steal another man’s label to 
advertise your own brand of whisky with, you will 
be heavily fined and otherwise punished for vio- 
lating that trade-mark; if you steal the whisky 
without the trade-mark, you go to jail; but if you 
could prove that the whisky was literature.you cam 
steal them both, and the law wouldn’t say a werd. 
It grieves me to think how far more profound and 
reverent a respect the law would have for liter: 

Still 
the world moves: the interests of literature upon 
our continent are improving; let us be content an 
wait.

**If one may have the’privilege of throwing in4 
personal impression cr two, I may remark that ms 
stay in Montreal and Quebec has been exceedingly 
pleasant, but the weather has been a good deal 0, 
a disappointment. Canada has a reputation fo! 
magnificent Winter weather, and has a prophe 
who is bound by every sentiment of honor an¢ 
duty to furnish it; but the result this time ha: 
been a mess of eharacterless weather, which al 
richt-feeling Canadians are probably eshamed of 
Still, only the country is to blame; nobody has 4 
right to blame the prophet, for this wasn’t thé 
kind of weather he promised. Well, never mind} 
what you lack in weather you make up in thé 
means of grace, This is the first time 1 was everig 
a city where you couldn’t throw a prick withou| 
breaking 2a church window. Yet I was told that 
you were going to build one more. I said tha 
scheme is good, but where are you going to find 
room? They said, we will buiiditon top of an- 
other church and use an elevator. This shows that 
the gift of lying is not yet dead in theland. [ 
suppose one must come in the Summer to get 
the advantage of the Canadian scenery. A 
cabman drove me two miles up a _ 0er- 
pendicular hill in a sleigh and a 
mean admirable snow-storm from the heights o 
Quebec. The man was anass; I couid have seen 
the snow-storm as well from the hotel window and 
saved my money. Still, 1 may have been the asg 
myself; there is no telling; the thing is all mixed 
up in my mind; but anyway there was an ass in the 
party; and I do suppose that wherever a mercenary 
cabman and a gifted literary character are gath- 
ered together for business, there is bound to be an 
as3 in the combination somewhere. It has always 
been so in my experience; and I have usually been 
elected, too. But it is no matter; I would rather 
be an ass than a cabman, any time, except in Sum: 
mer-time; then, with my advantages, I could b¢ 
both. 

“T saw the Plains of Abraham, and the spot 
where the lamented Wolfe stood when he mad¢ 
the memorable: remark that he would rather b¢ 
the author of Gray’s ‘Elegy’ than take Quebeq 
But why did he say sorash a thing? It was be 
cause he supposed there was going to be interna 
tional copyright. Otherwise there would be nq 
money init. I was alsoshown the spot where Sit 
William Phipps stood when he said he would 
rather take a walk than take two Quebecs. And he 
took the walk. I have looked with emotion, here 
in your city, upon the monument which maked 
forever memorable the spot where Horatio Nelsog 
did not stand when he fell. I have seen the cat 
which Chemplain employed when he arrived over 
land at Quebec; I have seen the horse which 
Jacques Cartier rode when he discovered Montreal 
I have used them both; I will never do it again, 
Yes, [ have seen all the historical places; the locali- 
ties have been pointed out to me where the sceno 
ry is warehoused for the season. My sojourn hag 
been to my moral and intellectual profit; I have 
behaved with propriety and discretion; [I have 
meddled nowhere but in tke election. Butlag 
used to voting, for 1 live in a town where, if you 
may judge by the local prints, there are only tw 
conspicuous industries—committing burglaries an 
holding elections—and I like to keep my hand in, 
so I voted a good deal here. 

“Where so many of the guests are French, the 
propriety will be recognized of my making a por- 
tion of my speech in the beautiful language in 
order that I may be partly understood. I speak 
French with timidity, and not flowingly—except 
when excited. When using that language I have 
often noticed that I have hardly ever been mis: 
taken for a Frenchman, except, perhaps, by horses} 
never, I believe, by people. I had hoped that merq

answer, but this is not the case. I tried it at a 
gentleman’s nouse in Quebec, and_it woud 
not work. The maid-servant asked. What would 
Monsieur! I said ‘Monsieur So-and-So, is he with 
himself? She did not understand. I said, ‘Is it 
that he is still not returned of his house of mem 
chandise” She did not understand that either. 
I said, ‘He will desolate himseif when ho learns 
that his friend American was arrived, and he not 
with himself to shake him at the band.’ She did 
not even understard that; I don’t know why, but 
she didn’t and she lost her temper besides, 


Somebody in the rear called out, ‘Qui est 
donc la? or words to that effect. She said 
‘Cest un fou,’ and shut the door on me, 
Perhaps she was right; but how did she 


ever find that out? for she had never seen me be- 
fore till that moment. But, as I have already 
intimated, I will close this oration with a few sen- 
timents in the French languages. I have not orna- 
mented them, 1 have not burdened them with 
flowers of rhetoric, for, to my mind, that literature 
is best and most enduring which is characterized 


by a noble simplicity: J’ai belle bouton d’or 
de mon oncle, mais je n’ai pas celui du 
charpentier. Si vous avez le fromage du brave 


moenuisier, c’est bon; mais si vous ne l'avez pas, ne sé 
desole pas, prenez le chapeau de drap noir de son 
beau-frere malade. Toutalheure! Savoir faire! 
Qu’est ce que vous dit! Pate de fois gras! Reve 
nons a nos moutons! Pardon, messieurs, pan 
donnez mol; essayant a parier la beile langue 
d@’Oliendorff strains me more than you can possibly 
imagine. But I mean well, and I’ve done the best 
Icould.” {Loud and continued laughter and ap 
plause.

MR. SMITRA’S LIFE OF JOHN BRIGHT. 


THE LIFE AND SPEECHES OF THE RIGHT HON. 
JOHN BRIGHT, M. P. By GEORGE BARNETT SMITH, 
Author of the “Life of the Right Hon. W, E, Glad- 
stone, M. P.” With Portraits. Two volumes in 
one.

One alwavs finds it hard to understand 
the real fitness of writing lives of eminent pub- 
lic men while they are still among us—even 
when their work is nearly or quite done, Such 
book have a temporary existence at best and 
pre seldom satisfying. What value they pos- 
sess rests almost wholly with the younger gen- 
eration, and they suggest, with unpleasant 
clearness, the files of ancient newspapers and 
the records of old debates. Of what is personal 
in men’s lives they are seldom able to give 
much that is new. Private correspond- 
ence, reminiscences, and diaries—the’ great 
sources of interest in all good biographies—are 
not accessible to them, and friends are seldom 
readv to do more than see that nothing untrue 
or absurd is put forth. Few are the works 
that reach a higher isvel than that of a com- 
pilation, and, worthily and faithfully as they 
raay have been done, they somehow die with 
persistent and uniform regularity, What be- 
comes of all the political biographies that are 
printed in our time for campaign purposes no 
one has yet been able tell. When five years 
old they are hopelessly forgotten. Seldom do 
they survive even at the second-hand stalls, 
and in the auction-room they are among those 
rare books which are rare without being worth 
ny money. Even Hawthorne's genius could 
not produce a campaign biography which 
lived longer than the campaign for which it 
was written. His ‘‘ Life of Pierce” was not 

republished, and collectors find it about as 
hard to get as the early editions of his ‘‘ Twice 
Told Tales.”’ 

Mr. Smith’s beok on John Bright we fear 
will not enjoy a different fate from that which 
has overtaken its innumerable predecessors in 
this field of literature. He has made a survey 
of Mr. Bright’s career from his birth down to 
August of the present year, which fills more 
than 700 closely printed pages, and, beyond 
the information in the first chapters concern- 
ing his ancestors’ and his own early life, there 
is little except a record of his speeches and 
the events with which they were associated. 
All this, however, has been done with a Jabori- 
ous and painstaking fidelity that is gratifying 
to behold, because so rare and so hard to get 
In books where it is most needed. But, unfor- 
tunately, what is an excellent virtue when 
joined to genius in writing becomes sadly 
wearisome when standing alone, One is over- 


burdened with facts and details, such as 
running accounts of public meetings, 
with the names of those who presided 
and other unimportant incidents; but 
pne cannot fail to see what arduous 


and extended labor the book has cost, so that, 
if he do not find it entertaining, he must ad- 
mire the industry it represents. One of the 
most interesting things in the volume—and un- 
questionably the best example of the service 
Mr. Smith’s book will do—is Mr. Bright’s first 
public speech of note of which any record re- 
mains, J.S. Buckiagham, the founder of the 
Atheneum, had delivered at Rochdale, in 1832, 
a series of lectures on the East, and Mr. Bright, 
at the conclusion of the course, proposed, in 
a somewhat extended speech, a vote of thanks. 
He had then just completed his twenty-tirst 

ear. Thespeech is published for the first time 
i this volume, and below is the main part of 
t: 


“Onder the able guidance of an experienced 
traveler, we have visited the classical land of 
Egypt; the wonders of her splendid cities have 
been described, the tombs of her Pharaons and of 
their subjects have been explored. We have even 
ascended the giant pyramid, and from its summit 
have surveyed in imagination the splendid pros- 
pect so beautifully, so poetically described to us— 
the glorious sun rising in the east. proclaiming the 
approach of day, the silvery moon sinking in the 
pathless waste of sand, and as if unable or 
anwilling to compare with his superior brilliancy. 
We have traversed the barren sands of Arabia, 
pnd have, as it were, feasted our eyes upon the 
beauties of the oases of the desert; we have ad- 
mired the nobleness of soul which so eminently 
pharacterizes the wandering tribes, and have paid 
pur tribute of respect to that spirit of independ- 
ence whose fire burns as brightly in their breasts 
now as in ages long gone by; we have heard with 
feelings of soicmnity and of unspeakable interest 
the animated description of the present condition 
of Palestine: we have viewed with astonishment 
the lofty cedar of Lebanon—the witness of a thou- 
pand years, and the unvarying fertility of Mount 
Hermon; we have trod the calm and peaceful re- 
treats of the Mount of Olives, and have perambu- 
lated the streets of Jerusalem, the most renowned 
city on the face of the earth, and as we gazedon 
Calvary the recollection of the momentous trans- 
actions with which it will ever be associated 
awakened in us feelings which it would be vain 
for me to attempt to describe. From the sum- 
mit of a neighboring hill we have beheld 
Damascus in all its beauty—its fertile plains, its 
jucia streams, its glittering minarets, its lofty 
domes—almost realizing to the fancy the existence 
of a Paradise uponearth. Again, we have wandered 
at leisure along the banks of these majestic, those 
magnificent rivers, tbe Tigris and the Euphrates, 
and have felt saa at beholding the complete deso- 
lation of Nineveh and Babylon. We have jour- 
neyed on to Bagdad, a city whose very name is 
synonymous with splendor; we have admired the 
vastness and simplicity or its mosques, the beauty 
of its caravanseries, the grandeur of its baths, the 
pxtent of its bazaars—and I doubt not we have 
received impressions in some degree favorable 
with regard to the manners and customs of East- 
ern life. This evening we have penetrated into that 
grand country situate between the Indus and the 
Ganges, that jana which our imagination has pic- 
tured as ever teeming with wealth— 

‘Where from fountains ever fllowing 
Indian realms their treasures pour.’ "’ 


In the chapter on Mr. Bright’s birth, youth, 
and education, occurs the following passage 
about his pareats: 


“Jacob Bright was thrice married. By his first 
and third wives he had noissue. His second wife, 
by whom he had a numerous family, was Miss 
flartha Wood, daughter of a tradesman of Bolton- 
le-Moors. They were married on the 2!st of July, 
1809, and had no fewer than 11 children—seven 
pons and four daughters, Of these John Bright 
was the second. By the death of the first-born at 
the age of 4 years, however, he became the eldest 
of the family. Mrs. Bright was a woman of re- 
markable qualities. She had been educated at 
Ackworth School; she was fond of reading and 
of poetry, and her mind was singulariy clear 
and logical. Unhappily, she was not long spared 
to be the helpmeet and companion of her husband, 
for she died on the i8th of June, 1830, leaving 10 
children, the eldest being then only 18 years of age. 
Of Jacob Bright's children only five now survive— 
namely, three sons and two daughters. Mr. Bright 
was liberal and humane toward his workpeople, 
and bore with all who knew him the character of a 
strictly just and upright man. After his exem- 

lary life, during which he brought up his large 
amily in habits of virtue and temperanee, he died 
on the 7th of July, 1851, at the age of 76. He was 
buried in the Friends’ grave-yard at Rochdale.” 

Mr. Smith has necessarily reprinted many 
passages from the volumes of Mr. Bright’s 
ppeeches which have been collected by Mr. 

horold Rogers, but he has given in addition 
the substance of many other speeches deemed 
by him important which Mr. Rogers did not 
include in his selection, the aim baving been 
“to furnish a complete survey of Mr. Bright's 
life, with a full and comprehensive account of 
his speeches down to and including the present 
year.” This method has not only its ad- 
yantages, but its very serious drawbacks, The 
reader gets oftentimes only mere outlines of 
the speeches with the perorations added, and 
thus he is unable to form a clear conception 
of the orator’s power. He learns the circum- 
stances under which they were delivered, but 
for the speeches themselves, in all their real 
excellence, he must go back to Mr. Rogers. To 
such as are here collected, for the first time, 
the same objection of incompleteness where 
something satisfactorily complete is aimed

actably so in a speech made at Durkam in 
1843. “Mr, Bright was unable to recall with 
exactness for quotation two of the celebrated 
lines which Dr. Johnson added to Goldsmith’s 
Traveler,” and gave them, without even 
knowing who was the auther, in the following 
ragga way, thongh with full knowledge that 
hey were incorrect: 
** How small a part of ills which men endure 
Are those which Kings or laws can make or cure.” 
Mr. Bright a few days ago reached his sev- 
entieth birthday, and the cecasion was well 
and publicly honored in England and was, let 
us hope, well honored here in the hearts of all 
triotic men. Of his eloquence, which ren- 
ered to this country such unmeasured service 
during the civil war, there is perhaps no 
brighter remnant in this volume than the fol- 
lowing last words of the speech he made at 
Birmingham in December, 1862, and with them 
this notice may conclude:

—The ‘ Geological Survey of Scotland,’’ 
undertaken by Mr. Alexander Murray as Direc- 
tor, and by Mr. James Hawley as assistant, has 
been in such demand at. St. John, Newfound- 
land, that Mr, Murray has been compelled to 
print the whole report and publish it through 
Mr. Edward Stanford, London. The survey 
was made with great completeness at the out- 
set, and is published, without all the additions 
the author would have liked to make to it, as 
x means of saving the results of many years’ 
labor from being altogether lost or forgotten.

Gifford, Francis Lathrop, Riordan, Van- 
derhoof, Ward, and Appleton Brown. 


—Triibner & Co., London, is the agent 
for two little books, printed by the American 
Presbyterian Mission Press at Shanghai, which 
take up subjects new to Americans. One is 
Mr. Thomas Fergusson’s ‘* Chinese Chronology 
and Cycles,” aad deals with the assumption 
among the educated Chinese that China far 
surpasses all other nations in historical an- 
tiquity. Mr. Fergusson aims to bring about a 
critical and correct appreciation of Chinese 
antiquity and civilization. The other book is 
Dr. Ii. Brelschneider’s ‘‘Early European Re- 
searches into the Flora of China,” for prepar- 
ing which he has had special advantages as the 
physician of the Russian Legation at Peking. 

—Mr. Joseph Anderson, the Keeper of 
the National Museum of Antiquaries of Scot- 
land, has just published, through David 
Dougias, Edinburgh, the Rhind Lectures on 
Archeology for 1830. It makes his second 
series of his ‘* Scotland in Early Christian 
Times.” The first series was devoted strictly 
to ecclesiastical remains and relics. The 
second continues the same subject, but in- 
cludes descriptions of objects which are not 
strictly ecclesiastical in origin or use, though 
belonging to the same class of associations. 
His aim has not been to exhaust the subject, 
but “to present, in a popular fori, a general 
statement of the aspects in which the early 
Christian art ot Scotland may be regarded by 
the archeologist seeking to utilize those 
remnants of ancient culture which disclose the 
existence of a Celtic school of decorative art 
and claim for themselves a place in the history 
of art.” 


—The Rev. Eugéne Bersier is the Pastor 
of the Eglise de Etoile in Paris, and is noted 
among Protestant divines for his energy and 
eloquence. His Parisian congregation have 
special needs, and the sermons he usually gives 
have a strong local color. “St. Paul's 
Vision” and other sermons have been translat- 
ed (A. D. F. Randolph & Co.) by Marie Stuart, 
and appear in neat and sober form. M. Ber- 
sier was born in Switzerland, from one of the 
families who, like that of Guizot and other 
eminent Frenchmen, escaped from the intoler- 
able vexations of the Catholic party in the 
seventeenth century.

—‘‘Mission Life in Greece and Palestine,”’ 
by Mrs. Emma Raymond Pitman, (London, 
Paris, and New-York: Cassell, Petter, Galpin 
& Co.,) is a compilation of original notes 
and of large drafts from the experiences of 
the late Mary Briscoe Baldwin, of Virginia, a 
missionary in Athens and Joppa. A popular 
feature is the abundance of wood-cuts of locali- 
ties in America, Europe, and.Asia Minor. 
Some of Mrs. Pitman’s statements err from 
exaggeration, as when she says that the Koran 
denies to woman the possession of a soul. This 
is an oid charge which has been repeatedly 
disproved, Mrs. Pitman would have done 
enough to point out that it assumes woman to 
be the inferior of man. Asto whether it is the 
Koran that is to blame for the degradation of 
Eastern women, that is a question that no one 
has yet solved satisfactorily; Mrs. Pitman 
states it offhand, and in so doing may find 
a great many critics. The practical good 
done by the American and other missions 
in the East by way of teaching and civilizing 
Oriental women 1s quite large enough to stand 
alone on its own merits without questionable 
assertions of this kind. However, the devo- 
tion of missionaries like these will always 
make the reader lenient tosmall exaggerations 
which spring from the enthusiasms that took 
them so far away from home and friends. 


—Much curiosity has been felt by Mr. 
Francis T. Palgrave’s friends whether his plan 
of furnishing single lyrical pictures of such 
leading or typical characters and scenes in 
English history, and only such, as seemed to 
him amenable to a strictly political treatment 
could be realized. He had already written ex- 
quisite cabinet poetry, and the point was 
whether he could enter within the atmosphere 
of the age in which a great deed was wrought, 
and partly by keeping close to absolute his- 
torical truth in the design and coloring of the 
picture, and partly by penetrating and being 
penetrated by the passion of the moment, 
could write at once, in the historical lyric, the 
actual tone and spirit of the time concerned 
with the best estimate yet reached by 
the research of genius of modern investi- 
gators. He finds in Shakespeare alone 
the living pictures of the magnificent

In his trial volume, ‘‘The Visions of 
“ngland,” which bears the imprint of Mac- 
millan & Co., Mr. Palgrave has written many 
poems like ‘‘Hastings,” ‘‘The Dream of 
Maxen Whledig,’? and ‘Sidney at Zutphen,’’ 
in whieh he goés far to justify a claim to be 
heard ag an adventurer in a new style of na- 
tional poetry.

SALARIES OF SCHOOL-THACHERS. 


EXPLANATION OF THE DELAY IN THEIR 
PAYMENT. 

Much disappointment and a good deal of mur- 
muring have been caused among the public school 
teachers by a report which has gained circulation 
that they will not be paid the November salary un- 
tilthe 23d inst. The young ladies feel especially 
aggrieved, as they will have, as they say, only one 
day in which to do their Christmas shopping. A 
reporter of Tse Times who called yesterday 
on Mr. Davenport, the head of the Finance 
Department of the,Board of Education, was 
told that the day fixed for paying the 
teachers is the 20th instead of the 23d inst. 
“The salaries for each menth,” continued Mr. 
Davenport, “ are usually paid on the 15th of the 
following month, but an exception is made in the 
case of the December salaries, which are paid be- 


fore Christmas so as to give the teachers as much 
spending money as possible for the holidays. Pay- 
ing off the teachers involves the making out of 
nearly 4,000 checks, and as two pay-days in Decem- 
ber would render necessary the drawing of nearly 
8,000 checks, a later day is set and the salaries of 
both November and December are paid at once.” 

The aggregate of salaries paid to teachers of all 
the schools, including the Normal College, is, in 
round numbers, about $250,000 per month, and as 
the December’ payment amounts therefore to 
nearly $500,060, an impression has prevailed among 
many of the teachers that the money is withheld 
by the officers who have charge of the disburse- 
ment for the purpose of securing Interest on it dur- 
ing the delay. With a view to getting at the real 
state of the case, the reporter inquired of Mr. Day- 
enport astothe method of paying the teachers. 
‘The money,"’ said Mr. Davenport, *‘ does not pass 
through the Board of Education at ail. The pay- 
rolls are made out here early in each month and 
sent down to the Controller’s office, where indi- 
vidual checks are,made out for the teachers by the 
Controller himself. Formerly the money was paid 
out through the Principal of each school, 
but as that system involved paying large 
sums to each Principal, some were afraid of being 
robbed and others did not like the responsibility, 
so the method was changed at their own request. 
Several attempts were actually made to rob Prin- 
cipals while on their way from the Controller’s of- 
fice to the schools. One attempt was made ina 
Canal-street car, and another Principal was at- 
tacked as he was entering the school by his own 
janitor and another man. None of the attempts, 
however, was successful. So the system of pay- 
ment by checks was substituted, although it in- 
volves a great deal of labor.” 

The reporter next saw Controller Campbell, who 
confirmed what Mr. Davenport had said. Mr. 
Jackson, the Auditor oi the Controller’s office, said 
that the 20th inst. had been fixed as the day for 
paying at the request of a committee of the Teach- 
ers’ Association.

THE QUEER STORY TOLD BY JOHN HEARN, 
A BOATMAN. 

John Hearn, a Battery boatman, tookasailor 
to the ship Duane Castle, lying between the light- 
house and Bedloe’s Island.

THE MURDER OF MRS.CRAVE 


Reet 
CLOSE OF THE TESTIMONY FOR 
THE PROSECUTION. . 

A CHANGE IN THE PRISONER’S DEMEANOR— 
EVIDENCE AS TO SINDRAM’S PREVIOUS 
CHARACTER—FURTHER EXTRACTS FROM 
HIS LETTERS—HE DOES NOT WISH TO 
FEIGN INSANITY. 


Many persons who, on Wednesday last, 
heard Assistant District Attorney Lyon read, in 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer, the vile letters 
written by William Sindram, the prisoner on trial 
there forthe murder of Mrs. Catharine Crave, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the epistles were written 
with the expectation that they would convey the 
impression that the writer was in-ane, notwith- 
standing the protests they contained against such 
a theory. Some color was given to this theory 
by the demeanor of the prisoner yesterday. Since 
his trial began, Sindram, while acting as if he 
would be the least concerned by its result, has yet 
kept a furtive but close watch upon the jurors. 
The effect produced upon them by his letters 
would seem to have been unsatisfactory to him, 


| for yesterday his manner was not so reckless as 


before. Several times he appeared ready to break 
down altogether, but by an evident effort nerved 
himself up, and reassumed his apparent non- 
chalance. While his mother was testifying he was 
most nervous, and showed the disturbance of his 
mind by corrugating his brows and rubbing his 
eyes with his left hand, at the same time playing a 
tattoo upon the table before him with his right 
hand. As soon as his mother resumed her seat by 
his side he began an animated conversation with 
her in his usual careless manner. 

The first witness examined for the defense yes- 
terday was Robert Snyder, a lithographer, of No. 
27 John-street, who testified that the prisoner 


worked for him last year, and that he had found 
him to be a peaceable man, and a good workman, 
That was all he knew about him. Swobodin Merin- 
ski, also a lithographer, testified that Sindram 
worked for him last year, and that he found him 
to be diligent and competent. He had noticed 
that the prisoner often fell into profound thought. 
Under cross-examination by Mr. Lyon, Merinski 
said he considered Sindram a man of uncommon 
intelligence, and that he believed some of the in- 
ventions which the prisoner had made, and of 
which he sometimes spoke to the witness, to be 
very useful. Mr. McClelland, of counsel for the 
defense, wished to examine Merinski as to his 
opinion respecting the prisoner’s sanity. Mr. Lyon 
objected to this, and Mr. McClelland argued that 
he was entitled to ask the question because Mr. 
Lyon had drawn from the witness his opinion of 
the inteiligence of the prisoner. After a long dis- 
cussion, Judge Brady sustained the objection, and 
then struck out of the record the witness’s opinion 
that the prisoner was uncommonly intelligent. He 
cautioned the jury to disregard the matter thus 
stricken out. 

William Pansing, a painter, living on Jersey City 
Heights, testified that he bad known the prisoner 
for over two years, and believed his character to 
be good. Mrs. Anna Sindram, the mother of the 
prisoner, testified that on the day before her son 
shot Mrs. Crave he was at her house on Jersey City 
Heights. Going into a room in which he was she 
saw a pistol lying upona bureau. She asked him 
what he had the weapon for, and he answered 
that as he was going to live with her again, and 
would have to return home late at night, he had 
procured it tor the purpose of defending himself 
if he was attacked on his way. 

The defense having rested, Mr, Lyon recalled Mr. 
J. B. Crave, the husband of the murdered woman, 
to whom he presented two letters, which the wit- 
ness identified as in the handwriting of the prisoner. 
Mr. Lyon then read the letters, which were respec- 
tively the first and last written by Sindram since he 
shot Mrs. Crave. The first was dated Jan. 27, 1881, 
the day after the shooting, and was addressed to 
Mr. Crave. Following is an extract from it: 

“The chief person to blame for the shooting of your 
wife is your son Emil, who told her and you that I had 
ealled hera——. I! never said any such thing, either 
to him or any one else; andwhyshould Isayso? Can 
you find any one else in your house to whom I had said 
that your wife was a -——? Don't you think it possible 
for Emil totellalie? Ihope you will punish him se- 
verely for this one; on the other hand, it was always 
Emil who talked about you ana your wife; * * * 
I didn’t owe your wife any money for rent, for Henri- 
etta seen me pay fora week in advance on Tuesday 
morning, and you had no right to lock me outof my 
room and threaten to murder me merely because Emil 
had said I had called your wife a ——; you should first 
have tried to find out whether or not Emil had told 
you the truth. But I knew that you were a hot-tem- 
pered and violent man, and soin order to be ab'e to 
defend myself in case you attacked me,I took a re- 
volver with me when I wentto your house for the 
purpose of packing up my things; when I got there I 
met your wife on the stairs, who not only refused to 
allow me to go up stairs, but also commenced to abuse 
me, calling me athief, &c. This so enraged me that I 
shot her, and she received the bullet that was intend- 
ed for you had you attacked me.” 


The second letter was addressed to District At- 
torney L¥on, aad was dated Dec. 1, 1881. It ran as 
follows: 

“When Judge Cowing, a few days ago, sentenced 
Michael Hacket, to imprisonment for life he said that 
this country just now was fuil of murderers, who 
claim or have it claimed for them that they are in- 
sane. Cowing, I conclude, therefore, is of the opin- 
ion that many sane murdevers feign insanity in order 
to escape the State prison ard the gailows.. The mo- 
tion that had been made to postpone sentence, so 
that medical experts might pass on Hackett’s sanity, 
was accordingly dented by his Honor. Now, I am in- 
dicted for murder in the irst degree, but I have 
never claimed, or desired my lawyerez to claim for 
me, that I am insane; still they have entered the 
plea of insanity in my defense, Itis not necessary 
that | give you the particulars of my case in this 
case, as Ihave already written to you a full account 
of my case. The extenuating circumstances in my 
case are that there was no premeditation about the 
murder, (if itcan be called a murder,) and the woman 
Ishbot did not die uniil nearly five months after the 
shooting. Her suffering from tumors, before and 
after the shooting, may create a doubt in the jury’s 
mind as to whether her death was due altogether to 
the pistol-shot wound, and I don’t think it at all likely 
that l will be convicted of murder in the first degree. 
Mr. Phelps, who had charge of the prosecution in my 
case, some time ago stuted that he felt confident of 
being able to hang me, and yet he has turned over 
my case into your hands. You willnodoubt do your 
best to hang me, but evenif you succeed I will have 
to thank myself forit, for I could easily have saved 
my neck by retraining from writing letters or 

leading quis of murderin the second degree. My 

awyers, | suppose, will have to rely chiefiy upon 
the letters I wrote during my imprisonment in the 
Tombs to prove my insanity, although they really 
prove nothing else but that I hated the woman I shot, 
never regret having shot her, and don’t care if I hang 
forit. Asfor the mania I may have had for invent- 
ing, it doesn’t necessarily follow that a man isa 
lunatic because he invents; I am willlng enough to 
be considered insane, and to be sent tosome lunatic 
asylum fora yearor two instead of being sent to 
State prison or hanged. But I am a poor man, and 
oor men asarule,if they do not cheat the gallows 
py pleading guilty to murder in the second degree or 
mansiaughter in the first degree, are always hanged 
or sent to Sing Sing for life. Please read this letter to 
the jury at my trial, so that they may know that Lam 
not feigning insanity aud that 1 arm not afraid of be- 
ing hanged. A murderer’s case must be avery bad 
one indeed if $200er $100 won't save him from the 
gallows, Should he be so unfortunate as not to be 
able to raise an» money at alli for his defense, then he 
must be satisfied to go to prison for 20 years or for 
life or to be hanged.” 

Having finished reading the letters, Mr. Lyon re- 
ealled as his final witness Mrs. Emmeline Smith, 
who saw the prisoner shoot Mrs. Crave. She 
biuntly contradicted the statement made by the 
prisoner in some of his letters that Mrs. Crave re- 
fused to allow him to go up stairs in her house to 
get his clothing and to see his brother. and that 
she called him a thief before he shot her. Mrs. 
Smith said she was within eight feet of Mrs. Crave 
when the prisoner was ascending the stairs, and 
that if Mrs. Crave had in any way abused him she 
would have heard her words. Mr. Lyon then 
closed the case for the prosecution, and the court 
was adjourned until to-day in respect to the mem- 
ory of the late ex-Chief-Justice Barbour, of the 
Superior Court, and the prisoner was taken out of 
the court-room in an apparently happy mood. It 
was subsequently ascertained that Sisdram’s coun- 
sel wished to put him on the witness stand, and 
that he flatly refused to testify. The case will be 
gummed up and given to the jury to-day. 
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POLICY-DEALERS HELD TO ANSWER, 

Yor the past two weeks the Police Justices 
have almost daily had their attention occupied by 
hearing testimony against keepers of policy shops. 
Among the cases brought before Justice Gardner, 
in the Essex Market Court yesterday, was one 
against John Shefler, of No. 118 East Third-street, 


who was arrested two_weeks ago for a like offense, 
and who is now underan indictment to answer to 
that charge. When brought up yesterday by 
Special Officer Bissert, of the Seventeenth Precinct, 
he appeared with an attorney, and on the cross- 
examination the officer stated that Shefler was not 
proprietor of the place, but in the employ of a man 
named Weber, who isthe proprietor, and who is 
**backed” by somebody cailed McGarrahan. On 
the ground that Shefler was not the proprietor, the 
lawyer asked that the case against him be dismissed, 
and argued that prosecutions should be made 
against Weber and McGarrahan. Justice Gardner 
refused to dismiss the complaint against Shefler, 
but held him for trial, as he did also John Heiser, 
of No. 21314 Sixth-street; David Thalheimer, of No. 
837 East Tenth-street, and George Stump, of No. 4 
Gouverneur-slip, arrested for being in charge of 
policy shops at the places named. In the Tombs 
Poliee Court, Michael Sullivan, of No, 108 South- 
street, was held to answer to a similar charge.

END OF AN ELEVATED RAILROAD SOIT. 

A judgment was entered yesterday in the 
Superior Court, Special Term,in the suit of the 
New-York Elevated Railroad Company against the 
Manhattan Railway Company and the Metropolitan 
Elevated Railway Company. This action was be- 
gun last July for the purpose of compelling the 
Manhattan Railway Company to deliver to the 
plaintiff the property which was acquired by the 
former from the latter under the lease of May 19, 
1879, by which the Manhattan Railway Company 
procured control of the elevated railroad system 
of this City. The grounds of the action were aver- 
ments that the Manhattan Railway Company was 
insolvent, and that it had violated the terms of the 
lease by failing to pay sums of money due to the 
New-York Company. The case was tried before 
Judge Truax. The decree declares that the Man- 
hattan Raiiway Company is solvent and able to 
perform its contracts, and that the management 
made between the three parties to the suit on Oct. 
22, 1881. isa Valid instrument. and adjusts all the

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MARIETTA AND CINCINNATI. 





CONFLICTING INTERESTS HARMONIZED AND 
2 A SETTLEMENT. EFFECTED. 


It was announced yesterday that a settle- 
ment had been reached in the Marietta and Cincin- 
nati Railroad difficulties. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad upon one side and holders of Marietta 
and Cincinnati bonds upon the other have been ac- 
tively engaged for some time past in endeavors to 
bring about an agreement which would harmonize 
conflicting interests, and be accepted as satisfac- 
tory on alisides, These negotiations have been 
conducted in this City. The Baltimore and Ohio 


Railroad was represented by President John 
W. Garrett, Robert Garrett, and Juhn K. 
Cowing. The Bonaholders’ Committee con- 
sisted of Augustus Kountze, of New-York; Skip- 
with Wilmer, of Baltimore; Edward R. Bacon 
and George Armts, of New-York; Irwin Keyser, of 
Baltimore; J. B. Dumont, of New-York; T. E. 
Hambleton, of Baltimore, and Macgrave Coxe, of 
New-York. The plan of reorganization as finally 
adopted by the conferring committees was ex- 

lained to a Times reporter by Mr. E. R. Bacon. 

he agreement will be presented shortly to the 
holders of bonds and stock for ratification and for 
the execution of contracts. The plan provides for 
the consolidation of the Marietta and Cincianati 
the Baltimore Short Line, and the Cincinnati and 
Baltimore. Al) mortgages are to attach to the con- 
solidated line, The rates of interest are re- 
duced so as to be more than met by the net 
earnings, leaving a balance for interest on 
income bonds and dividends on stock. The inter- 
ests of all parties tothe agreement, it is claimed, 
are fully protected. What is considered the main 
feature of the management is the release seeured 
from the Baltimore and Ohio of a mortgage debt 
to the amount of $4,500,000, which was heid to be 
a prior lien on a portion of the Marietta and Cin- 
cinnati line. This claim has long been in the courts 
unsettled. The settlement provides for the ending 
of all litigation. The plan contemplates the issue 
of $500,000 preferred bonds to provide for 
the Receiver’s indebtedness. New first mort- 
gage bonds will be issued replacing dollar 
for dollar the old 7 per cent. firsts. These 
bondg will be guaranteed by the Baltimore 
and Ohio, having 50 years to run and drawing 
446 per cent. interest. The old firsts amounted 
to $3,500,000. The new firsts, besides canceling 
them, will also wipe out the unpaid interest to Nov. 
1, 1881, amounting to $1,041,250; will cover stock of 
the Baltimore Short Line at par to the amount of 
$1,250,000, and $1,380,000 back rental, making an 
aggregate issue of new firsts of $5,929,250. The old 
7? per cent. second mortgage bonds, amounting to 
$2,500,000, with $500,000 unpaid interest, are to be 
funded by a 5 per cent. new second running 50 
years. New thirds to the amount of $2,304,623 75 
are to fund the outstanding 8 per cent. thirds. 
They will run 50 years, bearing 3 per cent. 
during the first 10 years and 4 per cent. 
during the remaining 40 years. Embraced in 
the amount of these bonds are unpaid coupons 
on the old second mortgage bonds to the amount 
of $304,623 75, the balance representing two-thirds 
ofthe principal of the old thirds. The other one- 
third of the old thirds goes into a new first income 
mortgage having 50 years to run at5 percent. 
These incomes are to be non-cumulative, and em- 
braced in them will be also $746,840 third mortgage 
coupons due and unpaid before the appointment 
of a Receiver; assessments on stock, $500,000; 
coupons on thirds to Nov. 1, 1881, $1,040,000, making 
a total issue of $3,286,840. New second incomes on 
conditions identical with those of the first incomes 
will be floated at 5 per cent. for 50 years, funding 
the outstanding 8 per cent. fourth mortgages. 

The new stock issued will amount to $20,523,966, 
of which $13,621,608 will be preferred and $6,902,358 
common. The former represents the present first 
preferred to the amount of $8,105,600 and one-half 
ot the accrued interest thereon, floating debt, &c., 
tothe amount of $3,315,958: also, a half of the 
present second preferred, amounting to $2,200,050. 
The issue of common stock will comprehend half 
the present second preferred, $2,200,050; half of the 
accrued interest on the fourth mortgages, floating 
debt, &c., $3,815,958, and the outstanding common 
stock to the amount of $1,386,350. The preferred 
stock is to be assessed 5 per cent. on its par value, 
and the common stock 3 percent., in return for 
which will be given first income bonds at par.

THE DOCK BOARD IN A QUANDARY. 
res 
LACK OF COMPETITION FOR THE CONTRACT 
FOR IMPROVING COENTIES-SLIP. 

President Voorhis was absent from the meet- 
ing of the Dock Commissioners yesterday, and 
Commissioner Laimbeer presided. Controller 
Campbell was present to assist in opening bids for 
work in the department. When the big wooden 
box containing the bids had been placed on the ta- 
ble, Commissioner Vanderpoel said: ‘“*I am op- 
posed to these bids being opened to-day.” 

“Why, Sir?’ said Controller Campbell. Commis- 
sioner Laimbeer volunteered an explanation. He 
said that advertisements for bids for the contract 
of removing the old structures and for building a 
new crib bulkhead, with appurtenances, at Coen- 
ties-slip, had been duly published, and two bids 
had been received inresponse. One of the bidders 


was the firm of Flaherty & Connell, who offered to 
erform the work for $17,500. The other was 
rom Warren Roosevelt, who wanted $25,000 for 
doing the work. In accordance with the terms of 
the law the contract was awarded to the lowest 
bidder. Upon making an examination of Flaherty 
& Cornell’s paper it was found that they had not 
sigped their names to their bid, nor had they 
furnished the required sureties. The contract 
having been awarded by the Controller, the 
Commissioners were at a loss what to do under 
the circumstances, and as President Voorhis held 
that both bids ought to be ‘rejected, they deeided 
to readvertise. After they had dono so, Comnnis- 
sioners Laimbeer and Vanderpoel concluded to 
consult the Corporation Counsel inthe matter. The 
lattter rendered the opinion that where the lowest 
bid was irregular the next lowest bidder should re- 
ceive the contract. Controller Campbell, after 
hearing the Commissioner’s explanation, said that, 
notwithstanding the opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel, he had known of several cases of a simi- 
lar character while he was Commissioner of Public 
Works. In those cases the Commissioner had re- 
advertised for bids. Turning to Commissioner 
Vanuderpoel, he said: ‘Why do you oppose this? 
Is it because you suspect that there is a conspiracy 
or fraud?’ 

“No,” replied the Commissioner, ‘tthe bidders 
are perfectly reputable, but the price under the 
circumstances, aceording to the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, would be rather high. If the 
other fellow nad got the contract the City would 
save $8,000. The Controller said he knew of in- 
stances where bids were ‘‘shoyedin inthat formas 
biinds.’’ Justice ‘*Tim’’ Campbell thereupos rose 
and said he appeared for Mr. Roosevelt, whom he 
had known since his childhood, and his family 
were among the oldest ship-builders in New-York, 
and the Justice knew that he was no man to “ at- 
tempt to perpetrate a fraud on the City.”’ 

“It is entirely unnecessary for Mg. Campbell to 
make any remarks on the contract,” said the Con- 
troller, ‘‘my remarks were not intended as per- 
sonalin anysense.’’ The Justice sat down, andon 
motion of Commissioner Laimbeer it was decided 
to “hold over’ the bids for the improvement of 
Coenties-slip. The lowest bidder for the contract 
for rebuilding the pier at North Brother Island in 
the East River was Mahoney Brothers, who will do 
the work for $13,300.

A POLICEMAN IN TROUBLE. 

Officer James Gray, of the Twenty-seventh 
Precinct, was brought before the Tombs Police 
Court yesterday morning to angwer to charges 
preferred against him by Roundsman Londrigan 
of drunkenness and disorderly conduct while on 
his post on Warren-street, on Wednesday evening. 
It appears that Officer Gray made an unprovoked 
assault on Patrick Cumisky, of No. 121 Warren- 
street, striking him a severe blow on the shin with 
his club, For this assault Gray was held in $300 
bonds to answer. The assault was the result of 
Cumisky remonstrating against the action of Police- 
man Gray, who used insulting language toward 
Mrs. Mary Boyer, of No. 283 Broome-street, while 
she was passing along Warren-street. When 
Cumisky appeared as the woman’s defender the 
clubbing took place, and Gray was arrested by 
the roundsman, who testified that he was very 
drunk atthe time. For. Gray’s insulting language 
toward the woman and for his disorderly conduct, 
Justice Kilbreth imposed a fine of $10. The patrol- 
man was locked up in the Tombs, failing to find 
abondsman. Gray has had an excellent record 
and reputation as a patrolman up to the present 
time. 
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A SUIT AGAINST A BANK. 

An aetion is on trial in the United States 
Circuit Court, before Judge Wallace and a jury, in 
which Edmund Charles Morgan, William I. Berners, 
and Thomas R. Fox, doing business under the firm 
name of Ashburner & Co., seeking to recover the 


sum of $10,327 35 from the Leather Manufacturers’ 
National Bank. The plaintiffs are an English com- 
mercial firm, and had an agency in this City man- 
aged by W. B. Cooper, Jr. Cooper had in his ser- 
vice as the plaintiffs’ agent a clerk named William 
Clifford Beriin, and the latter was empowered to 
draw checks on the plaintiffs’ account, but always 
obtained Mr. Cooper’s signature to them. In 
March, 1880, it was discovered that Berlin had been 
altering these checks and appropriating the exces- 
sive sums raised on them to his ownuses. The 
money so acquired was mainly lost in fast life. 
When detected he was placed under arrest, and at 
once said he would make confession of the details 
of his scheme. While on bail he fled the City, and 
in August last, itis said, he committed suicide at 
Deadwood City, The plaintiffs sue to recover the 
amount of his depredations, holding that the bank 
is liable for receiving and paying forged and al- 
tered checks, Berlin erased the figures from the 
checks and inserted figures for larger amounts, and 
the alteratfons are very plainly discernible. The 
case is still on trial.

President Artuuk took up his residence 
at the White House yesterday, but avoided, 
with the good taste which he has uniformly 
displayed since he was brought face to face 
with the responsibilities of his position, any 
formal celebration of that event. It is the 
custom to complain of the criticism to which 
public men have to submit in this coua- 
try, and to regard it as another phase 
of the exacting and capricious temper of a 
democracy. The change of feeling in re 
gard to Gen. AntHurR which has taken place 
during the last five months, though to super- 
ficial observation it might seem to be an 
additional proof of popular caprice; is really 
an evidence of the innate love of justice 
and fairness in the American character. 
The impression left on the public mind by 
some of Gen. ARTHUR’S acts as Vice-Presi- 
dent was decidedly unfavorable, and elicited 
appropriately severe criticism. His course 
during the trying suspense of President 
GARFIELD’s illness was such as to com- 
mand universal respect, and all his acts 
and utterances as President have tended 
to deepen that respect into esteem 
and confidence. The reception given to his 
Message to Congress by men of all parties 
has been extremely favorable, and but little 
disposition has been manifested to read that 
document in the light of any preconceived 
notions of the President’s character or 
methods. The Administration has only to 
display the same frankness and ability which 
characterize the Message, and to show the 
same cautious avoidance of compromising 
alliances which has marked its beginning, to 
rank as one of the most brilliant and success- 
ful in our history. From all sections of 
public opinion which are entitled to any re- 
spect, President ARTHUR may safely count 
on being judged solely by the record he 
makes for himself, 








The only points about the new Cabi- 
net appointments which are _ regarded 
as settled are that ex-Senator FRELING- 
HUYSEN will succeed Mr. Buarnk and 
that Mr. Bengamin H. Brewster will 
take the place of Attorney-General. 
Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN is certainly not a man 
of brilliant attainments, but it is hardly an 
open question that brilliancy is apt to be 
found out of place in the State Department. 
After our brief experience of Mr. Buarne 
very few people will be.disposed to quarrel 
with a dash of mediocrity in the man- 
agement of the foreign affairs of the Govern- 
ment. Mr. BrEewsTgR is a man thoroughly 
gnalified by experience and training for the 
duties of Attorney-General, and he has the 
advantage of knowing through his connec- 
sion with the, star route prosecutions what 
ire the most difficult of the duties 
which await his hand. Too much stress 
rannot be laid on the importance 
to the party, the Administration, and public 
morals of bringing the star service thieves 
to justice, and Mr. Brewster will hardly 
accept the responsibilities laid down by Mr. 
MacVeaGH without full confidence in his 
pwn ability to discharge them in a satisfac- 
tory Manner. 


Mr. GaRLaxp yesterday introduced in the 
Senate a bill to change the succession to the 
Presidency in case of a vacancy in that of- 
fice and in the Vice-Presidency as well. The 
law at present is that passed in 1792, which 
requires the ‘* President of the Senate, or, if 
there is none, the Speaker of the House,”’ to 
‘‘act as President until the disability is re- 
moved or a President elected.’”’ Mr. 
Ganuany’s bill repeals this law and 
transfers the duties of the Executive 
ito the Secretary of State or Secretary of the 
‘Treasury or Secretary of War, in their 
order. This provision would have the ad- 


évantace of devolving the duties of the Presi-_ 





in the natural order of administration, could 
scarcely fail to be in office, instead of upon 
officers whose terms depend on the in- 


termittent action of one or other of the 
houses of Congress, 








Now that Senator Penpieton is an ac- 
knowledged candidate for the Presidential 
nomination of his party in 1884, his enemies 
at home are making their hostility apparent. 
Mr. TILDEN has always manifested a deep 
interest in Ohio politics, and his friendship 
for BookwALTEr in the late contest was one 
of the facts that strengthened belief in T1L- 
DEN’s renewed hopes and plans for securing 
the nomination in 1884. PkrNDLETON was 
opposed to BooKWALTER’S nomination, and 
he refused to aid in the canvass of that badly 
defeated candidate. But BookWALTER has 


‘a host of friends in his own party. He is 


the leader of ‘‘the Young Democracy,’’ a 
wing of the party upon whose black list 
Mr. PENDLETON’S name is now inscribed. 
Mr. PENDLETON, moreover, pooh-poohed 
the movement to bring H. B. PayNnr’sname 
before the National Democratic Convention 
of 1880. He stood by THURMAN when his case 
was hopeless, stigmatizing the Payne move- 
ment asanimpertinence. It must be admitted 
that, to an outside observer, Mr. PENDLE- 
TON’S view of the case was a correct one. 
But the friends of Mr. Payne have not for- 
given this apparent slight, and they say they 
never will. Conseqnently, all of these things 
work together for the advancement of Mr. 
TILDEN’s plans in Ohio. Mr. PENDLETON 
is learning that his scheme to secure the 
Presidential nomination in 1884 may be de- 
feated in his own State. And he may learn 
how hard it is to get a nomination when a 
man’s enemies are they of his own political 
household. 








The way in which our system of political 
patronage demoralizes the public service and 
makes office-seeking the meanest of pursuits 
is fairly illustrated in the new appointment 
to the Senate document-room referred to 
in our Washington dispatches. Anemploye 
who had been appointed by the influence of 
Senator Earon, and who had acquired great 
proficiency in the somewhat difficult duties 
of his position, has been displaced to make 
way for a new and inexperienced man who 
enjoys the ‘‘backing’’ of Senator INcaLus. 
The Sergeant-at-Arms, in the present con- 
dition of parties in the Senate, cannot afford 
to displease a Republican Senator, and as 
Mr. Eaton is no longer in the Senate, he 
risks nothing, except efficiency in the 
work of the document-room, by displacing 
his nominee to gratify Mr. Ineaurs. All 
this, of course, tends to leave fitness no- 
where and to take from the public employe 
all inducement to attain increased com- 
petency for his work. Some political 
manipulation for his ‘‘ backer’ will stand 


him in much better stead than years of faith- 
ful service. 





MR. MORKILL’S TARIFF COMMISSION 

Mr. Morrmu1, of Vermont, yesterday 
opened the campaign in favor of a tariff 
revision by means of a commission, making 
a long and earnest speech in support of the 
general principie of protection. His state- 
ment of the ubjects sought by a commission, 
and the advantages to be gained from it, was 
much more definite, and, consequently, 
much more moderate and reasonable than 
the arguments heretofore advanced in 
its behalf by the organs of _ the 
favored manufacturers. A commission 
was necessary, he held, to obtain full and 
accurate information, not only as to the 
tariff, but as to the internal revenue, and the 
manner in which various interests were af- 
fected by each. He referred, also, to the 
reduction of the internal revenue, not 
as it is usually regarded by the ex- 
treme protectionists, as a foregone con- 
clusion, but as an open question. 
He pointed out that the revenues were now 


so large that there could be no issue raised 
as to the imposition of new protective duties, 
since a tariff producing the amount now 
raised must necessarily be heavily protec- 
tive, but that the problem to be solved was 
that of the proper adjustment and distribu- 
tion of the duties so as to be fair to all 
interests. He further suggested, as among 
the matters which must engage the attention 
of a commission and of Congress, whether 
with or without the aid of a commission, 
the enlargement of the free list, essential 
reductions and readjustment of rates, and 
the correction of some errors of conflicting 
codifications. 

Obviously, a commission, fairly selected, 
in which protected manufacturers should 
have a representation, but which they 
should not control, and in which the mer- 
cantile interest should in like manner be 
represented, might be very useful. It would 
be avery different affair from a commission 
packed with men whose fortunes have been 
made and are to be enlarged by protec- 
tive or prohibitory tariff rates, and 
whose sole motive would .be_ to 
confine the changes in the present 
tariff to such as would increase their profits. 
A commission which should candidly and 
intelligently apply itself to the task of ascer- 
taining the actual facts as to the effect of the 
tariff upon all interests, on those of the 
buyer as well as the maker of protected 
goods, on foreign as well as domestic com- 
merce, and particularly on those trades 
whose material is protected more than their 
product, or to the exclusion of their prod- 
uct, would give very valuable aid to Con- 
gress in the treatment of a question 
which, however simple in principle, is very 
complicated in its practical bearings. Such 
a commission would consider with care the 
origin of the tariff as it was at first framed 
under the fostering care and benevolent 
guidance of Mr. Morrinut himself some 
twenty years ago. They would trace the 
changes that have since taken place, and the 
extent to which the facts which were then 
alleged as a justification of high rates have 
been modified or no longer exist. 

Perhaps some light might be thrown on 
the subject by Mr. MorriLu’s own utter- 
ances in the past. Thus, in discussing the 
proposed tariff of 1857, Mr. Morritu de- 
nounced a large revenue as the fruitful 
source of extravagance, and declared that he 
‘stood on the principle of protection— 
moderate, but certain—such as a wisely ad- 
justed revenue tariff would abundantly 
afford.’ Later, when in the last year 
of the war the bill which was to 
& great extent the basia af the nresent 





tariff was before the House, Mr. Morriuu 
explained in what way it was then (as it is 
not now) a revenue tariff. ‘‘ Its primary 
object,’’ he declared, ‘‘is to increase the 
revenue upon importations from abroad, 
and at the same time to _- shelter 
and nurse our domestic products, 
from which we draw much the largest 
amount of revenue, so _ that the 
aggregate amount of revenue shall not be 
diminished through the substitution of for- 
eign articles for those which we have been 
accustomed to find at home.”’ ‘‘ The neces- 
sary increase of internal duties, to a consid- 
erable extent, imposes upon us the duty, as 
well as affords us the opportunity, of ob- 
taining an increased revenue from duties on 
imports from abroad.”” And, after reciting 
the facts in regard to various industries, he 
concluded with the statement: ‘‘ This is in- 
tended as a war measure, « temporary meas- 
ure,”’ 

Other declarations by the friends of the 
bill were of the same nature. That of Mr. 
FESSENDEN, afterward Secretary of the 
Treasury, will suffice to indicate their char- 
acter. He said: ‘‘ The policy of the coun- 
try, I take it, is to get money to support the 
Government principally from internal taxa- 
tion, and, to an exceedingly large de- 
gree, from manufactures. If you _ pro- 
pose to get money from them you 
must enable them to pay it, because 
if you legislate so as to break down manu- 
tures, or to check their prosperity, that source 
of revenue, which is the great source, is 
dried up, and you fail in that most im- 
portant particular. The tariff is adjusted, 
and was adjusted before, upon that simple 
principle with reference to the internal reve- 
nue taxation.” 


In the light of these clear and unqualified 
statements, look at a few of the principal 
rates of the present tariff on manufactures 
which do not now pay one cent of internal 
revenue tax, and compare them with the 
rates imposed by the bill advocated in 1864 
by Mr. Morriiu. On most varieties of iron 
the duty remains unchanged; on pig-iron it 
has been reduced; on railroad iron it has 
been advanced from 60 cents per 100 
pounds to 70 cents. On steel, lead, 
and zinc it remains the same. On cop- 
per in pigs and bars it has _ been 
advanced trom 24 cents to 5 cents per 
pound; on copper rods from 35 per cent. to 
45 per cent. On varieties of wool which 
then paid from 3 cents to 6 cents a pound 
with from 10 per cent. to 11 per cent. ad va- 
lorem duty, the rate is now 20 cents per 
pound and 85 per cent. ad valorem. Varieties 
of plain glass ‘which then paid 35 per cent. 
ad valorem, now pay a specific duty which 
in 1880 amounted to 69 percent. Andit must 
be remembered that in the year the Tariff 


bill was discussed by Mr. Mornit as a tem- 


porary measure to compensate for internal 
taxation $211,000,000 was collected from 
such taxation, and $160,000,000 of that sum 
was from taxes no longer levied. Obvious- 
ly a revision of the tariff is required, and no 
commission could ignore such facts as these, 





THE DEPARI MENT OF STATE. 

It is no disparagement to the eminent and 
well-recognized abilities of Mr. James G. 
BLAINE to say that the news of his retire- 
ment from the post of Secretary of State will 
be received with a general sense of relief. 
In business circles especially, which felt mis- 
givings at the time of his selection for that 
post, and which found reason for graver 
apprehensions as time went on, _ this 
sentiment of relief will be very ap- 
parent. Mr. Buainge is admitted on all 
hands to be a man of extraordinary talents, 
who has rendered not only his party, but the 
country as a whole, many valuable services. 
His career in the House of Representatives, 
extending over a memorable epoch in the 
history of this country, embracing the war 
period and the reconstruction period, the 
two most important of the century, is stud- 


ded with his brilliant speeches and with the 
records of victorious parliamentary contests 
in which he was the acknowledged leader. 
A fit climax for this great career was its 
natural reward, the Speakership of the 
House, which he won and held as the ablest 
man for the place, and in which he achieved 
laurels unsurpassed, if equaled, by those of 
any preceding Speaker of any Congress. 
There is one position in the Administration, 
however, for which Mr. Biarng, though a 
most experienced holder of office, is in some 
respects peculiarly unfitted; this is the office 
which Mr. GArrreup, following an ancient 
custom—a custom honored by ABRAHAM 
Lincotn himself—in deference to Mr. 
BuaInz’s capacity as a prominent aspirant 
for the Chicago nomination of 1880, con- 
ferred upon him. 


Possibly the fault may be in the peculiar 
policy of the country rather than in the 
make-up of Mr. BLarng, that he is by nature 
imperfectly fitted to be its Secretary of 
State. It is apparently very difficult for 
Mr. BuLarxeE to do anything without seeking, 
and usually securing, the reputation of doing 
it, first of all, ‘‘ vigorously,’’ and vigor, in 
the precise sense here implied, is not the chief 
element required in the foreign policy of 
the United States. A man of Mr. Biarxn’s 
aggressive and enthusiastic, not to say sensa- 
tional, temperament, finds abundant scopein 
our political system for extraordinary use- 
fulness; but the foreign policy of this Gov- 
ernment is not aggressive and not sensation- 
al. With circumstances to favor, Mr. 
BLAINE might conceivably be an American 
Bismarck or Beaconsfield; but our country, 
in its diplomacy, has no use for Bismarcks 
or Beaconsfields. With the world-renowned 
traits of America among the nations, the last 
thing she needs to seek is a reputation in her 
foreign policy for bustle, stir, vigor, and 
‘‘go.’? But, on the other hand, there are 
many reasons for a policy of silence until 
speech is needed, and a resolute abstinence 
from uninvited interference in the quarrels 
of other nations, even if they be on the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 

Nobody, certainly, whether he be of Peru- 
vian or Chilian sympathies, can doubt the 
unfortunate character of the position into 
which this country has been put, since the 
4th of March, in respect to the war on the 
South Pacific. The very spectacle of our 
Ministers to the rival republics being at log- 
gerheads, and each protesting that the De- 
partment of State is favorable to the side he 
espouses, was mortifying. It will be ahappy 
issue of the affair if the position apparently 
occupied by the United States is made only 


Tidiculoua. and not dangerous also, Pos-.i-nlished nreciaely what the futile labora of. 
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sibly the whole fault may be due to 
the idiosyncrasies of Messrs, Hur.But 
and Kriupatricx, who misread _ their 
instructions; but the chances are that they 
both felt that under the supervision of a 
man like Mr, Buarng they must execute 
some kind of vigorous and magnetic states- 
manship, and an abominable muddle is the 
result. 

The tradition of this country is abstinence 
from an aggressive and interfering temper 
in foreign affairs; and on that policy we 
have thrived. It has made us friends the 
world over. Itis usually easy to point to 
recent acts demonstrating the eagerness of 
France, Great Britain, Germany, and Rus- 
sia to be considered warm friends of the 
United States. With no land on the globe 
do we have permanently, if even temporari- 
ly, hostile interests. Our isolated position, 
geographical and political, is our claim to 
the universal friendship of the Old World, 
while our neighbors of the New, on either 
hand, will agree not to swallow us if we 
will only consent not to swallow them. It 
would be folly to forego the advantages of 
such a position for the sheer sake of making 
more noise in the world—of kicking up a 
greater dust in the field of diplomacy. 


Even if we could be foolish enough to 
sacrifice the commercial advantages and the 
comfortable sense of security which grow 
out of the traditional foreign policy, the 
country isin no shape for changing it. If 
we wish to quadruple our standing Army; 
to keep under drill and pay two hundred 
thousand Militia reserves; to create not only 
the fieet of unarmored cruisers now re- 
quired, but a fleet of heavy iron-clads; to 
expend several hundred millions, in short, 
for new forts, new ships, and heavy 
guns, and then several hundred millions 
annually for keeping up great mili- 
tary and naval establishments, we may, 
perhaps, launch very creditably into the 
field of vigorous aggressive diplomacy, and 
could soon, no doubt, have a tremendous 
war with a couple of rival nations for little 
or no cause. But if thatis not the purpose, 
it is hardly worth while to put the country 
into dilemmas from which the very happiest 
issue would be to have its uncalled-for in- 
terference quietly sneered at, or its bold- 
ness rebuked as mere bounce. Mr. BLarnr’s 
successor will do well to keep in mind that 
the United States do not need, at this late 
day, to offer proofs of their belligerent 
strength, and that it is not their traditional 
policy to needlessly interfere in foreign af- 
fairs or to render our own people uneasy 
about them. 





THE GOING CHINESE. 
The dissolution of the Working Men’s 
Party in California followed hard upon the 
ratification of the anti-immigration treaty 


betwixt the United States and China. That 
party was chiefly conducted and managed 
by Denis Kearney, whose well-known 
slogan was ‘‘The Chinese must go.’’ The 
anti-Chinese issue was really all there was 


to the Working Men’s Party. KErarney 
and his followers and imitators howled 
against the capitalists of ‘‘Nob Hill,” San 
Francisco—men who have made. a great 
deal of money by speculations and 
railroad operations. They advocated the 
hanging of some of the more prominent 
members of the Central Pacific Railroad 
ring, and at odd times seized upon some 
passing local event to make an occasion for 
sulphurous denunciations of the rich. But, 
after all, the obnoxious yellow man from 
Asia owas, in the opinion of _ the 
philosophers of the Sand Lots, the cause of 
the woes from which humanity (especially 
Sand Lot humanity) suffered. If the Chi- 
nese were compelled to go, and, being gone, 
should be prohibited from ever coming 
back again, the Kearneyites were sure that 
a new tide of golden prosperity would 
sweep over California. But, until some 
device for the exclusion of ‘‘the Asiatic 
hordes” should be invented, Denis Kgar- 
NEY would continue to agitate. He kept 
his word. In season and out of season, he 
clamored for the removal of the Chinese. 
The riches of the rich, the power of the in- 
fluential, and the prosperity of the prosper- 
ous were all, somehow, founded on the 
Chinaman. Take him away, and the power, 
riches, and prosperity of the few would 
crumble, and there would be a readjustment 
of values, amore equitable division of the 
good things of this life. So long as the 
Chinaman was permitted to remain, the 
rich would become richer, and the poor 
poorer, and things generally would go from 
bad to worse. 


This being the state of the case, the Kearney 
party must needs be disbanded when there 
should be concluded and ratified a treaty for 
the prevention of the immigration of Chinese 
into the United States. Such a convention 
was framed and was ratified by the United 
States Senate in July last. For a time it 
was doubtful if the great KEARNEY would 
accept the treaty. Some of the California 
Democratic newspapers expressed their op- 
position to it, basing their dissatisfaction on 
alleged concessions in the matter of the 
naturalization of Chinese under the operation 
of the ‘‘most favored nation’’ clause. But 
it was evident that this opposition sprang 
from the disappointment of the Democratic 
leaders rather than from any intelligent dis- 
satisfaction with the provisions of the treaty. 
By the conclusion of a treaty which should 
settle forever the Chinese question, the Cali- 
fornia Democrats would lose their remnant 
of political capital. In strict accord with 
the general policy of the Democracy 
throughout the country, to oppose some- 
thing and propose nothing, the Democrats 
of California opposed the introduction of 
Chinese into the United States. When the 
treaty was concluded they had a great mind 
to oppose it also. As we have said, some 
of them did this; but public opinion, 
really quieted by the removal of the 
long-paraded Chinese issue, was too strong 
for these persistent grumblers. KEARNEY 
surrendered formally and absolutely. Dem- 
ocratic Senators, evidently ignorant of the 
necessities of their political brethren in Cali- 
fornia, joined the Republicans in the Senate 
in voting for the ratification of the treaty, 
and, finally, not without a mumbling pro- 
test, the last Democrat to reliriquish the fa- 
vorite cry of his party actually surrendered 
without discretion. A Republican Admin- 
istration, after all other experiments had 
failed, as they were bound to fail, had pro- 
jected and concluded a treaty that accom-

demagogues and municipal authorities had 
vainly attempted to perform. 

The new treaty provides that the Govern- 
ment of the United States may, by appro- 
priate legislation, forbid the coming hither 
of all classes of Chinese except the follow- 
ing: Students who come here for purposes 
of education, merchants or traders engaged 
in lawful commerce, travelers on lawful busi- 
ness or actuated by motives of curiosity, 
and officers of the Chinese Government, 
with their personal and household servants. 
The bill just introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Mitugr, of California, to whose 
statesmanlike discretion the appeal to the 
general Government rather than to local 
Legislatures is mainly due, makes provi- 
sion for that regulation of the immi- 
gration of the Chinese which is con- 
templated by the treaty. As Chinese 
who were in the United States when the 
treaty was ratified are excluded from its 
prohibitive clauses, some provision must be 
made to secure to them their privileges of 
exemption. And, as all Chinese look pret- 
ty much alike, talk the same incomprehen- 
sible language, and bear names that are so 
destitute of individual character that almost 
no American can tell one from another, it is 
necessary that there should be provided some 
means by which individuals shall be identi- 
fied. This is attempted in the third section 
of Senator Mitier’s bill, and this unique 
section is a curiosity of ingenuity. It is 
provided that there shall be kept at the 
United States Custom-houses a registry, 
in which shall be recorded the names of 
all Chinese persons entitled to residence 
in this Republic. And, as names signify 
nothing with the Chinese in America, it is 
further required that, in addition to other 
matters to be recorded, there shall be noted 
“the height, weight, size of head, and 
physical marks or peculiarities’’ by which 
the registered person may be identified. 
This, when reinforced by the oaths of identi- 
fying witnesses, is to prevent the gubstitu- 
tion of one Chinaman for another, so that 
what may be called ‘‘a treaty man” shall 
not go home to China and send a non-treaty 
Chinese back on his passport. Moreover, 
since no Chinese of any class or occupation is 
to be allowed to land, except with the consent 
of the Chinese Government, given in writing, 
that consent, which comes in the form of a 
certificate, must be written in English, or be 
accompanied by an English translation. The 
value and genuineness of the certificate is to 
be attested by the United States diplomatic 
or consular agent at the point from which 
the intending emigrant shall embark. Pro- 
vision is also made for the registration of all 
Chinese now in the United States, and enti- 
tled to the privilege of residence; and it is 
also set forth that the official credentials of 
all agents and representatives of the Chinese 
Government shall be taken as equivalent to 
the requisite certificates issued to intending 
emigrants. These provisions, with others 
designed to punish infractions of the law, 
ought to satisfy the most exacting that the 
time has come at last when the Chinese 
must go, andcome no more. The time is 
past when the wisdom, or unwisdom, of this 
policy can be usefully discussed. The treaty 
is now a part of the fundamental law. Sen- 
ator MILLER’s bill is designed to enforce its 
remarkable provisions. 





THE NEW SAINTS. 


Early this morning the ceremony of can- 
onizing four new saints began in Rome. 
How long it takes to make a good durable 
saint the public has no means of judging, 
but it is believed that with the resources at 
its command the Roman Church will have 
its four new saints ready for duty some time 
within the course of to-day. 

Little is known outside of ecclesiastical 
circles of the four persons selected for the 
honor of canonization. We may assume, 
however, that they were, during their life- 
time, of unexceptionable character, for of 
late years the Roman Catholic Church has 
been very careful not to canonize unworthy 
individuals. Probably they will be pleased 
with the well-meant action of the Pope and 
his advisers, but that they will accept can- 
onization at the hands of the Church of 
Rome is not by any means certain. 


The desire of the Roman ecclesiastical au- 
thorities to infuse new blood—so to speak— 
into the ranks of its sainthood is easily com- 
prehended. Without charging the Roman 
Catholic saints as a body with negligence 
of duty, it must be confessed that they have 
witnessed the recent trials of the Papacy and 
its loss of the temporal power with great 
equanimity. There are well-known saints 
who have had countless honors heaped upon 
them by Rome; who have had handsome 
churches dedicated to them; who have been 
supplied with more candles than they could 
use, and who have had whole litanies com- 
posed in their honor. When the Church 
was threatened, one would have supposed 
that common gratitude would have induced 
these saints to rally to its defense. Never- 
theless they failed to betray the slightest in- 
terest in the fate of the Papacy. They 
allowed the French chassepots to work mir- 
acles in their stead, and so far as we can 
tell they find no fault with the Italian Gov- 
ernment. Of course, these saints may have 
their reasons for their conduct, but it looks 
as if they were Jacking in enterprise and 
were reluctant to rouse themselves to lay 
aside their harps and to resume the miracle- 
working in which many of them were for- 
merly eminent. 


Moreover, it is an understood fact that 
among the Roman Catholic saints there are 
not a few who are quite unworthy of their 
work. These are the saints who, after ac- 
cepting the duty of taking care of this or 
that devout village, nover lift a finger or 
stir the smallest relic to help their clients. 
In some Italian villages the people have been 
obliged formally to depose lazy saints from 
the post of patron and to elect others to the 
vacant places. Thus it has come to pass 
that the really active saints are overbur- 
dened. A saint of this kind often finds him- 
self with half a dozen villages or towns on 
his hands, and to do anything like justice to 
his clients he has to work night and 
day. There is Saint Januarius, for ex- 
ample. This admirable saint has entire 
charge of the whole city of Naples, and 
in the cholera and earthquake seasons he 
is kept so busy that he is often unable to 
touch his harp for weeks atatime. To ex- 
pect this saint to add to his labors the duty 
of looking after four villages on the ‘main- 
land and three in Sicily is obviously an im- 





position, and the Roman Catholic Church is 
perfectly right in endeavoring to add to the 
number of active saints with the view of re- 
lieving him from excessive labor. Of 
course it is naturally believed that the four 
new saints will, after the manner of new 
brooms, begin their duties with zeal and en- 
thusiasm, and it is hoped that their example 
will stimulate the elder saints. Moreover, 
the new saints mzy be expected, in the flush 
of their gratitude, to exert themselves in de- 
fense of the Church. Thus reasons for 
their canonization abundant and that 
measure is undoubtedly a wise one. 

At the same time it must be confessed 
that the position of a Roman Catholic saint 
may not be in all respects a desirable one. 
The right of the Roman Church to manu- 
facture saints is expressly denied by the An- 
glican and Greek Churches, and the former 
holds that all saints made by any branch of 
the Church subsequent to the sixth Ecumen- 
ical Council are not entitled to recognition 
outside of the Roman communion. In these 
circumstances, the true position of a purely 
Roman saint is, to say the least, open to dis- 
pute. Whether he associates on equal terms 
with the elder and universally recognized 
saints, whether the latter treat him as a mem- 
ber of an inferior order, or whether they sim- 
ply refuse to recognize his sainthood at all, 
must, in the nature of things, be unknown 
tous. Still it is highly probable that the 
saints of the whole Church are unwilling to 
put themselves on a level with the merely 
Roman saints, and in that case the latter are 
in an unenviable position. Hence, it is pos- 
sible that the four persons who are to be 
canonized to-day may refuse to accept that 
honor, and many prefer the ease of private 
paradisaical life rather than the doubtful 
honors of the Papal Consistory. In that case, 
the faithful Roman Catholics who may 
honor them as active saints may find that 
they merely have their labor for their pains. 
But we need not assume that to refuse the 
honor of a doubtful. sainthood involves a 
Willingness to treat the prayers of the mis- 
taken faithful with neglect. A good man 
will be anxious to do right whether he is or 
is not a regularly canonized saint. In fact, 
it is by no means certain that canonization 
is necessary before an eminent and deceased 
Christian can be properly asked to assist the 
Church militant. We might almost say thata 
good saint needs no bush, or, in other words, 
that formal canonization is in such case 
little more than a public reccgnition of merit. 
In all probability, the four new saints will 
take just as much interest in the affairs of 
the Church if they refuse canonization as 
they would if they accepted it. They will 
mentally regard the ceremonies of to-day as 
an expression of good feeling on the part of 
the Roman Church, and will reciprocate that 
feeling warmly, At least, it isto be hoped 
that such will be their conduct, for nothing 
is more certain than that the Roman Catho- 
lic Church is at present in need of all the 


help that can be given to her, whether by 
men or saints. 





The latest sacrifice of life by the burning 
of a theatre is the worst yet recorded. The 


burning of the king Theatre, of Vienna, 
takes horrible precedence of the Brooklyn 
fire by its quota of at least 300 
charred and mutilated dead. The origin 
of the fire has yet to be explained, but the 
usual panic followed its outbreak, and to 
the mad rush to escape seems to have 
been chiefly due the appalling loss of 
life. The attendants evidently lost their 
heads as completely as the audience, for the 
iron curtain which was intended in 
just such an emergency to keep flames 
on the stage from extending to the audito- 
rium was not lowered. The utter inade- 
quacy of any precautions against theatre 
fires which require either thought or prep- 
aration has received one more fatal illustra- 
tion.

The new swindle of coin multilators, to 
which attention has been called bya reader of this 
journal, is likely to be even more effective and ag- 
gravating than the recent nuisance of perforated 
coins. The circulation of the latter nas been nearly 
suppressed by the concerted action of the public 
in properly refusing to accept any of the coins in 
which holes have been drilled, or which have been 
stamped or otherwise defaced and lessened in 
weight. The new system, however, is much more 
ingenious and difficult of detection, and requires 
the exercise of constant vigilance on the part of 
the public to escape being imposed upon. It con- 
sists in skillfully clipping out pieces of the silver 
from the milled edge of the coin so that the debas- 
ing work is almost imperceptible excepting on crit- 
ical examination. It appears that quarters and 
half dollars are the denominations selected by 
those who make.a business of this mean practice, 
as the mutilation is more readily accomplished and 
less liable of detection than in the currency of small- 
er denominations. From the fact that perforated 
coins are now very often successfully passed by the 
plugging of the holes with tin-foil, which renders 
the holes imperceptible on mere cursory examina- 
tion, it is to be inferred that the public will have 
to exercise extra care to protect themselves against 
this more ingenious swind:e. The light weight is, 
of course, readily detected with the regular coin 
weight, but as it is not possible to avail one’s self of 
this useful apparatus at all times, more critical use 
will have to be made of the eyesight if this most 
aggravating evil isto be promptly and effectually 


suppressed.

M. T. VAN BuREN, our Consul-General at 
Japan, presents ina Blue Book some Interesting 


facts in regard to the food of the Japanese peo-' 


ple. With a population of 30,000,000, there is to be 
found in the whole country but little more than 
1,000,000 head of cattle. Of these only 600,000 can 
be considered as fit for food. Therefore there are 
but 2 head of cattle for each 100 people, whereas in 
the United States we have for 100 months 73 cattle 
to fillthem. Japan slaughters, however, 36,000 head 
of cattle, more than one-half of which is eaten by the 
foreign population, the rest being consumed by the 
Japanese Navy and Army. Mutton and pork are, 
outside of the treaty ports, almost unknown. Fish 
enters largely into the food of the people. Mr. 
Van Buren mentions that “ cod, salmon, herring, 
mackerel, salmon trout, carp, eels, skate, mullet, 
cat-fish, and plaice are plentiful and cheap.” It is 
known that the Government has taken active 
measures in regard to fish-culture, and endeavors 
in every way to increase the products of the sea, 
sending for all American publications on these top- 
ics. The Consul states that ‘one-half of the people 
eat fish every day, one-quarter two or three times 
a week, and the balance perhaps once or twice a 
month.”’ It is their habit to eat a great many va- 
rieties of fish raw. But the Japanese are more es- 
sentially vegetarians than even the Chinese, and 
allthe land and marine plants, with the tubers, 
seem to be placed under contribution. Among ex- 
ceptional food plants, Mr. VAN BuREN mentions an 
acorn which grows on a small bush from 8 to 4 
feet high, “it has less sugar than the nut from the 
chestnut tree of America, but has the merit of 
being free from astringent and bitter qualities. 
Large quantities ef these nuts are gathered, dried, 
and eaten by the people in various ways.” ‘This 
edible acorn would be worthy of introduction into 
this country. We hear a great deal about glucese 
and dextrine in the United States, and we find from 
Mr. Van BureEn’s report that the Japanese use in 
large quantity a substance which they call ame. 
“This is a preparation made from malted barley 
and rice ar millet. the malt camyerting the starch 
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of the rice or millet into dextrine and maltose, and 
the product varying from a thick sugar or honey 
uptoshard candy.” This ame is soldat a low 
price, and its consumption is very large. 
—_—_—— a 

The adage of its being an ill wind that blows 
nobody good found singular illustration lately in 
the case of the great diamond robbery at Hatton 
Garden, London. For the !ast two years Gmsoy 
and Artuur Reeve have been carrying on business 
as pawnbrokers in that city, and between them 
had run some $40,000 in debt. A petition in bank- 
ruptcy bad been presented against them, and under 
these vexatious circumstances they had deemed 
the traditional course of the Arabs their soundest 
policy, and instead of foolishly frittering away 
money in the payment of creditors “silently stole 
away” with nearly $15,000, with which the enter.

Of course. an alarm went to 
Plymouth, among other ports, the Rezves ~ were 
“spotted” as suspicious, and presently down came 
an officer of the London Barkruptcy Court and 
took them and their cash off to town, thereby 
depriving New-York of two valuable citizens. No 
such ill luck seems to have befallen the diamond 
robbers, who in all probability reached this City in 
one of the recent tempest-tossed steamers, and ara 
now looking for fresh fields to conquer. Indeed, 
whether here or in London, plate and jewel rob- 
bing seems to be among the most successful of 
modern business pursuits, and evidently attracts 
the master burglarious minds of the period. It ig 
to this branch that the Turpins and Kidds of the 
nineteenth century now turn their atten- 
tion, and among its charms is doubtless 
the opportunity it offers to various kinds 
of talent. Sometimes it takes the form of 
a brace of young bloods with Duval-like courtesy 
relieving a lady of her solitaires at her own door, sa 
that sofa and sal volatile are immediately at hand 
to allay fatigue and excitement. Agair, a comfort 
able maintenance for life is secured by a ladder ta 
the window, and ten minutes at a millionairess’s 
dressing-case, without in the slightest degree dis- 
turbing the household, meanwhile absorbed in the 
chief prandial event of the day. At Lord Enowix 
Hiiu-Trevor's last week the results of attend:

straction of the jewels while the family 
were at divine service. The danger incurred by 
first-class thieves of this sort is largely diminished 
by the fact that their plunder is so valuable that 
risks need seldom be run.

$100,000 to look forward to, they can well afford ta 
lean on thelr oars and scheme. After all, poverty

JOHN W. FORNEY. 

John Weiss Forney, who for more than 50 
years has been a well-known editor and political 
writer, died at Philadelphia at 3:30 o’clock yester- 
fay morning, after a brief confinement to his house, 
of Bright’s disease of the kidneys. He was born at 
Lancaster, Penn., Sept. 30, 1817, When he was only 
Syears of age his father died, and he was taken 
trom school and put into a printing-office, which 
was henceforth to be academy and college to him, 
tor he never attended school a day after he was 11 
years of age. Having been apprenticed to Mr. 
Hugh Maxwell, of the Lancaster Journal, he soon 
developed a taste for literary composition, and 
when only 16 wrote editorials which were accepted 
by his master and published in the JournaZ. Three 
years later, in 1897, the lad of 19 became joint 
proprietor and editor of the Lancaster Jntelli- 
gencer, performing in the new establishment the 
three-fold duties of editor, compositor, and press- 
man. After four years of this sort of work, pur- 
sued with indomitabie energy, he was enabled to 
obtain possession of the paper upon which he had 
first been employed, and he eombined the two un- 
fer the name of the Intelligencer and Journal. 

His vigorous treatment of political subjects had 
yitracted attention, anda desire was manifested 
by his friends that he should remove to Philadel- 


phia. This he did in 1845, becoming at the same 
time the editor and proprietor of the ennsyl- 
yanian, a Democratic journal, which he edited for 
seven years, during some exciting political eon- 


tests, with ability and power, yet always 
In @ manner that won the admission from 
his opponents that he was fair _and candid. 


In 1851 he was elected Clerk of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and removed to Washington, still, 
however, continuing to edit the Pennsylvanian, 
He was only 34 years of age, and was considered a 
remarkably young Clerk; yet he was so satisfac- 
tory to his party friends that, in 1853, he was re- 
slected. At the same time he left the /ennsyiva- 
nian and became connected with the Washington 
Union, owned by Gen. Armstrong and recognized as 
the national Democratic organ. In 1855 Congress 
was controlled by Republicans, who were opposed 
to Mr. Forney’s views, and he presided in the 
House during the® protracted struggle preceding 
the election of Gen. N. P. Banks as Speaker. So 
satisfactorily did he discharge his duties as to win 
the formal thanks of the majority. His con- 
nection with the Uxion was continued about 
four years. In 18586, having supported 
the Pierce Administration. he gave up 
his place in Washington, and, returning to Phila- 
felphia, devoted himself, as Chairman of the Dem- 
ncratic State Committee, with great energy to the 
election of his personal friend, James Buchanan, to 
the Presidency. Mr. Forney won his share of 
praise for carrying the State, and early in 1857 be 
was named asa candidate for United States Sen- 
ator. Simon Cameron defeated him in that con- 
test, and he turned his attention to a new news- 
paper venture—the Press, an independent Demo- | 
sratic journal, which ue established on Aug. 1. | 
1857. Although he had advocated Buchanan's 
slection, it was not long after his inauguration be- | 
fore Mr. Forney tound it necessary to oppose him, 
the President’s attitude toward the Leeompton | 
Constitution being criticised with especial severity | 
and persistency, while Stephen A. Douglas was 
pealously supported. | 
The Congress elected in 1858 was Republican, and | 
jt found Mr. Forney, recently a supporter of Mr. | 
Buchanan, so pronounced a Republican as to make 
him their candidaie for Clerk of the House of Rep- | 
resentatives. He was elected, and held the posi- | 
tion until 1861, when he was made Secretary of the | 
United States Senate, a place which he retained un- | 
til 1868. Hissympathies were warmly with the Gov- | 
ernment during the war, and were expressed for- | 
cibly in the Philade!lphia Press, which he continued | 
to edit, and in the Washington Chronicle, begun in 
1861 as a weekly, and changed to a daily in October, 
1862. A trip to Europe in 1868 furnished him the 
opportunity for writing a series of letters on Euro- 
pean places and people, which appeared in the /’ress, 
and afterward in the volume*‘Letters from Europe.” 
Having disposed of the Washington Chronic’e | 
in 1870, he published in 1873, “* Anecdotes of Public 
Men,” a collection of papers descriptive of promi- 
nent persons, at home and abroad, whom he had 
He subsequently sold 
in 1876 took a 
prominent part in the Centennial celebration at | 
Philadelphia. In 1879 he began the publication of 
Progrees, a weekly journal of political discussion. 
Mr. Forney. who had been a Republican from 1860, 
2nd who advocated the nomination of Gen. Grant 
at Chicago, returned to the Democratic ranks in 
i880, and supporied Gen. Hancock.

After completing 
his education at Columbia College, George Bell 
entered his father’s service as a clerk, and, dis- 
piaving remarkable shrewdness and great aptitude 
for business, was taken into partnership under the | 
firm name of Samuel Bell & Son. He continued in 
this business until nearly 30 years ago, when, hav- 
ing acquired a handsome competency, he retired. 
During the years that he was in business he be- 
came widely known and very popular among 
those identified with the shipping interest. 
The deceased avas at one timea Director of the | 
Butchers and Drovers’ Bank, and was senior Di- 
rector of the National Insurance Company. He 
was a member of the Union Club and also of the 
Union Leagie Club. The family to which he be- 
longed was of Scotch extraction, and was one of 
the oldest in New-York. his ancestors having 
settled here long before the Revolutionary 
war. Mr. Bell was twice married—in 1835 to 
Miss Eliza Ann Berry, who died in the year follow-

{TS WORK FOR THE PAST YEAR—ELECTION 
OF OFFICERS. 


At the Plymouth Church prayer-meeting 
jast evening Henry Ward Beecher urged the mem- 
bers, for the sake of keeping up pleasant church 
associations, not to sitin tho aisle ends of pews 
and make everybody climb over them to get a seat. 
Then he pronounced the benediction, and immedi- 
ately afterward the annua! business meeting of the

After prayer C. T. Christensen, 
Clerk of Plymouth Church, read his annual report, 
in which it was stated that atthe date of the last 
report there were 878 men and 1,613 women on the 
rollof membership. During the past year 45 men 
and 125 women were admitted into membership on 
profession of faith, 4 men and 9 women by letters 
from sister churches, and 1 woman whose name | 
was dropped from the roll by mistake. There 
were stricken from the roll during the year, by 
feath, 18 men and 18 women: by dismission, 20 
men and 14 women, and by discipline. 34 men and 
3? women. This left a net increase of 43 in mem- 
pership, making the total number of members now 
pn the roll 2,534, of which 1,679 were women. One 
pundred and fifteen persons were baptized, 68 be- 
mg children. The total number of scholars in the 
Plymouth Sunday-schools and missions was 2,893, 
ind they were taught by 264 officers and teach- 
ers. The church collections during the year 
rmounted to $5,760. and the Sunday-school 
ind mission collections to $2,350, From pew 
vents $42,000 was realized. Attached to the 
Dlerk's report was that of the Committee on 
“burch Work. who congratulated the Church upon 
she continued harmonious re'ations between Pas- 
jorand people, and prophesied increased use/ul- 
pess next year. The report of Treasurer Stephen 
V. White showed receipts of $4,220 35 and a bal- 
ance on hand of $490 41. No mention of receipts 
from pew rents, &c., nor payments of salaries was 
made. The Music Committee reported expenses of 
$5,720 forthe year. After the various reports had

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS

CRUSHED ON THE ELEVATED. 
HOW MR. JOSEPH SOLOMON HAD HIS LEFT 
LEG SERIOUSLY INJURED. 

THE Times has frequently called attention 
to the necessity of inclosing thé platforms of sta- 
tions on the several lines of elevated railroads in 
order to prevent passengers from approaching 
trains until the latter have stopped at the stations, 
The warning, which has been illustrated by numer- 
ous accidents, has not been heeded, and another 
casualty, which might otherwise have been avoid- 
ed, occurred at the Chatham-square station last 
evening. Mr. Joseph Solomon, a jeweler at No. 
29914 Rrozdway, and his son Harry boarded a train 


at the City Hall station of the Third-avenue line 
shortiy before 7 o’clock. They left the train at the 
Chatham-square station to taxe the Second-avenue 
branch, which runs one block nearer Mr. Solo- 
mon’s residence, No. 415 East One Hundred and 
iwenty-second-street. As they crossed the bridge 
leading to the station on the Second-avenue line, 
Mr. Solomon saw the head-light of a train ap- 
proaching. ** Run, Harry, and we'll catch it,” he 
said. Harry followed his father, who was very 
lively, although he is 58 years old, but they did not 
reach the train until the conductor had signaled to 
KO ahead. Mr. Solomon says he stepped on the 
platform of the car with his left foot, when the 
conductor shut the gate violently, pushing 
Mr. Solemon’s foot off the platform. He 
slipped into a narrow crevice between the 
car aud the station platform, and as the train was 
already moving his foot was badly crushed. The 
wheels of the car were pushed from the rails, and 
the passengers rushed out in alarm. An effort 
was mada to extricate Mr. Solomon’s imprisoned 
limb. it was found impossible to do so without lift- 
ing the car further from the track. Fortuna‘ely the 
accident occurred in that portion of the road where 
& switch permitted thisto bedone. Under other 
circumstances it would have been necessary to cut 
away a portion of the car and platform to the 
greater injury of the unfortunate man. Jackscrews 
and levers were procured, and the car was lifted 
over one side of the rails. Mr. Solomon bore the 
pain bravely. Although his face was very white, 
he leaned calmly on the shoulders of his son and 
one of the passengers until his foot was released. 

No effort had been made in the meantime by the 
employes to summon an ambuiance, although it 
must have been evident that it would be necessary 
to send Mr. Solomon tothe hospital, nor did they 
inform the Potice of the accident. Officer Kelly, of 
the Fourth Precinct, passed along on his post 
about 7:30 o’clock, and observing the eommotion, 
he summoned an ambulance. The vehicle arrived 
promptly and Ambulance Surgeon Jersey dressed 
the wound. Mr. Selcmon was placed on astretcher 
and carried down the winding stairs from the rail- 
road station to the ambulance. At that moment 
Doctor Shine, who holdsthe lucrative position of 
surgeon of the road. came panting up the stairs. 
He was informed that he was too late to render any 
assistance, and jumping into his carriage, he drove 
to the Chambers-Street Hospital. Mr. Solomon's 
injured foot was dressed by House Surgeon Mur- 
ray, who found a compound fracture of the ankle. 
He expressed the opinion that the injured member 
might not require amputation, but said it was a 
bad fracture, and would require very careful 
treatment. Later in the evening a more careful 
examination was made, when it was found that 
the flesh of the leg was badly injured to a point a 
little above the knee, and Dr. Murray said he 
feared it would be found necessary to amputate 
the leg immediately above the knee. At Mr. Sol- 
omon’s request, an effort is to be made to re- 
move him to his home to-day. Dr. Shine stood 
at the bedstead during the first operation, 
and questioned Mr. Solomon closely as 
to the cause of the accident, After he had 
obtained Mr. Solomon’s story, Dr. Shine 
went out of the hospital. As he passed 
the desk of Superintendent Bates, the latter asked 
him what he thought of the case. In making his 
statement Dr. Shine volunteered the information 
that Mr. Solomon considered himself ‘*as much to 
blame for the accident as the company.” As Su- 
perintendent Bates smiled incredulously, Dr. Shine 
said: “One of the orderlies was a witness 
to. the conversation.” After the Doctor 
had gone the Superintendent called the 
orderly and obtained his statement. The lat- 
ter «cid not understand Mr. Solomon to 
say that he was personally to blame, 
neither did House Surgeon Murray, who was sub- 
sequently questioned by Superintendent Bates 
about the statement ot Mr. Salomon. The latter 
said that only afew days ago an accident from a 
similar cause occurred. A well-dressed gentleman 
named Monroe, who lived in New-Jersey, came 
into the hospital a®d had his hard dressed. The 
surgeon had to amputate one of his fingers at the 
first joint. Mr. Monroe told the surgeon that he 
undertook to board atrain down town to ride to 
the Chambers-street station, when the brakeman 
slammedsthe gate, shutting Mr. Monroe's finger in 
the hinges. He left the hospital expressing his de- 
termination to “sue the railroad company for dam- 
ages,’ 

The conductor of the train on which Mr. Solo- 
mon was injured wae William Kemble, of No, 160 
Hast One Hundred and Twenty-ninth-street. He 
informed a Times reporter that he had just closed 
the gates of the first and second cars of the train 
when a fleshy gentleman and a boy came running 
down the stairs from the bridge. The gentleman, 
he said, *‘never paused, but ran directly toward the 
gate of the foremost car, and stepped on the rear 
platform outside the gate.” As the train had 
started, Kemble held the gate firmly closed, and 
Mr. Solomon’s foot slipped off into the crevice be- 
tween the car and the platform. The conductor 
pulled the bell-rope, and the train stopped instantly. 

Four trains had passed the station at Franklin- 
square before the accident at the Chatham-square 
jtation had been made known along the line, and 
the passengers were kept imprisoned in the cars 
until 8:15 o’clock, when the car upon which the 
secident occurred had been replaced on the track 
and traffic was resumed.

The Board of Review of the National Trot- 


ting Association, that has been trying cases at the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel, adjourned yesterday to meet 
again at Chicago on May 4, 1882. There were be- 
fore the board a number of cases involving dis- 
gualification for suppression or falsification of time 
iy public races, as to which cases there have been 


evious rulings of the board, leaving the matters 


or further consideration at this meeting. As to 


all such cases a general order was made that the 
same should be continued at the adjourned meet- 
ing of the boardin May next in Chicago, to the 
end that the board might then have the benefit of 
euch advice, instruction, or opinion as shall result 
from the proceedings of the congress of the Na- 
tional Trotting Association, which will be held in 
New-York in Feoruary next, respecting the wis- 
dom or expediency of granting any !eniency what- 
ever to persons or horses that have suffered dis- 
qualitication for suppression or falsification of 
time in public races, according to a light applica- 
tion of the rules, it being the sense of the board 
that such offenders were not entitled to any 
teniency. Among the cases disposed of by the 
board were the following: 

No. 982.—Adam Miller, of Newcomerstown, Ohio, 
against The Capital City Driving Park Association of 
{ndianapolis, Ind. Application for the removal of 
suspension, Application was refused.

AUSTIN CORBIN’S RAILROADS. 


THR MANHATTAN BEACH CONSOLIDATED 
WITH THE LONG ISLAND SYSTEM. 

Mr. Austin Corbin has determined upon a 
consolidation of his New-York and Manhattan 
Beach Railway with his Long Island Railroad, Ar- 
rangements for carrying out this project have been 
in progress:for some time past, and will probably 
be brought to a successful termination within a 
few days. Mr. Corbin, in discussing the matter 
with a Times reporter yesterday, said that the 
change contemplated was really of no great conse- 
quence to the public, inasmuch as the roads have 
long been operated virtually in one interest. 
As a matter of economy, almest solely, has 
the consolidation been determined upon, 
two separate and distinct managements be- 
ing superseded by one. The terms of the 
lease to be executed are substantially that the 
Long Island Road, as the operating company, 
shall retain 65 per cent. of the gross receipts, 35 
per cent, going to the Manhattan Beach. It is 
guaranteed by the operating company that this 35 
per cent. of gross receipts shall equal every year 
the fixed charges of the Manhattan Beach. After 
these fixed charges are met, and 7 per cent. paid 
upon the capital stock of the Manhattan Beach, all 
remaining receipts go the Long Island Road. The 
leaso given to the latter road by the Manhattan 
Beach will be for 99 years, practically a lease in 
perpetuity. It is explained that this lease relates 
solely to the Manhattan Beach Railway. No part 
of the beach property is included. 

In addition to adding to itssystem the Manhattan 
Beach Road, the Long Island Company has upon 
similar terms leased the New-York, Bay Ridge and 
Jamaica Railroad. The lease is also virtually in 

erpetuity. ‘This road, like the Manhattan Beach, 
$a narrow gauge. Both are to be supplied with a 
third rail for tne “ standard” gauge also, 

Mr. Corbin has many new projects on foot In 
connection with his railroad enterprises on Long 
Island. It is his intention, explained one of the 
ofticers of the Long Island railroad Company, yes- 
terday, to extend the Manhattan Beach line 
to the ferry opposite the foot of Twenty- 
third-street, quitting as soon as_ practica- 
ble the present Greenpoint terminus, Con- 
nections with the Long Island Road will be made 
at or n2arthe Bushwick Junction, sending Man- 
hattan Beach trains into Long IJsiand City, as 
desired. When the “standard” gauge is ready 
certain Long Island trains will be run to Bay Ridge 
instead of to Long Island City. ‘**One_ reason 
for this.” said the railroad officer, “‘is the fact 
that the smells at Long Island City have been 
for along time exceedingly offensive to travelers 
and to the patrons of the road. The inuisance has 
been increasing, and to such an extent that we 
have been obliged to seriously contemplate, unless 
it should be stopped in some way, running some 
of our passenger trans to Bay Ridge to avoid the 
smells of Long Island City, That change will give 
the Long Island system connection with deep 
water at three points, Long Island City, Green- 
point, and Bay Ridge.” 

Another project of the Long Island Railroad 
Company is the building of a track to Lake Ron- 
konkoma ice-houses from Lakeland on the main 


line.

THE SIXPENNY SAVINGS BANK. 
A FOURTH AND FINAL DIVIDEND TO BE 


PAID IN A FEW WEEKS. 


About the first of next month the Receiver 
of the old Sixpenny Savings Bank will publish a 


-notice to depositors announcing that a fourth and 


final dividend will be paid either in the latter part 


of January or the first part of February. This 
hank suspended in March, 1878. Mr. William F. 
Russell was soon afterward appointed Receiver, 
und on July 29, 1878, the depositors—over 33,000 in 
number—received a dividend of 50 per cent. A 
second dividend of 15 per cent. was paid Feb. 19, 
1879, and a third dividend of,10 per cent. was paid 
in June, 1880. The Keceiver had expected to pay a 
final dividend of 10 per cent. this month, but in 
consequence of unexpected delays in realizing on 
certain bonds and mortgages he has been obliged 
to defer it for a few weeks, A Trmes reporter 
called at the Receiver’s office, No. 744 Broadway. 
yesterday afternoon, and although Mr. Russell was 
out of town, his representative was quite willing 
to give such information as lay in his power. **We 
are now endeavoring to close up the whole_busi- 
ness,” said he, ‘‘and with the payment of one 
more dividend of 10 per cent. to the depositors we 
shall have exhausted the assets of the bank. This 
will make 8 per cent. that the depositors will have 
received, and J guess very few of them expected 
to receive so much.”

““Yhat is a question that Icannot answer just at 
present. I have not the figures at hand, but they 
will appear in the Receiver’s final statement, which 
is being prepared. When the bank suspended 
there was a little over $1,700,000 due the depositors, 
in sums ranging from 6 cents up to thousands of 
dollars. The gy placed in the hands of the 
Receiver, with which to liquidate these claims, 
consisted of realestate, bonds, mortgages, stocks, 
and cash. A great deal of tne real estate had to be 
disposed of at forced sale in order to raise money 
to pay dividends, and, of course, sacrifices had to 
be made, The Receiver has had very little liti- 
gation, and none whatever that was expensive. 
The principal difficulty in raising money has been 
the delays and postponements in the payment of 
amounts due on mortgages. We were promised 
several payments last November, but in some cases 
we have not got the money yet. About two wecks 
ago, however, we received $87,5C0 in one lump, 
being principal] and interest on a single mortgage. 
This alone would be sufficient to pay a dividend of 


5 per cent, 


“Can you form any estimate of what the ex- 


penses of settling up the affairs of this bank will 
amount to?” 

“Not at present. A full schedule of the Receiy- 
er’s expenses will be published in due time.”’ 


ARRESTS FOR SELLING LOTTERY TICKETS 
Yesterday afternoon Officers Pierce and Mu- 


nier, of the Twenty-sixth Precinct, on a warrant 


issned by Police Justice Kilbreth, at the instance of 


Anthony Comstock and other agents and repre- 


sentatives of the Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, arrested B. Frank Moore, Charles Moore, and 
Henry H. Halstead, at their place of business, No. 
212 Broadway. The charge against them is of 
keeping an office on the second and third floors of 
the building where the illegal sale of tickets for the 
Louisiana State Lottery is carriedon,. The com- 
plaints are sustained by the affidavits of a 
number of the agents of the society 


who bave at various times purchased lottery 
tickets by means of a somewhat novel pian, which 
is fully set forth in these affidavits. Purchases of 
tickets for the drawing, which is to take place next 
week, were made on Oct. 26, Nov. 5, Noy. 15, Nov. 
22, and Nov. 28, and at various other times. Dur- 
ing that period the agents, under assumed names, 
had purchased fractional portions of tickets—one- 
tenths—at $1 each, this being done by a red-tape 
method which required first the signing of a blank 
torm signifying their desire to purchase. For this 
they paid as stated, and their request to purchase 
was dropped in a letter-box in the office, 
furnished for the purpose, the tickets not be- 
ing delivered at the time, but forwarded 
by mail to such adresses as were left. 
with the managers. These letters when received 
by the decoys were opened in the presence of An- 
thony Comstock, and the exhibits obtained on 
which the warrants were issued. There are six 
counts filed by the detectives against the parties 
arrested, four against B. Frank Moore and “‘ Sam- 
uel Roe” or ** Richard Roe,”’ whom it was confessed 
is Charles Moore, one against ‘‘John Doe,” whom 
it is also confessed is,,Charles Moore, and one 
against Henry H. Halsey. The three parties were 
held to answer in the Court of General Sessions in 
bonds of $1,000 in each case. James Campbell, 
who keeps a liquor store at No. 8 Centre-street, 
furnished the $6,000 bail required, although Justice 
Kilbreth at first objectea to accepting him as 
bondsman, as he stated that he is now bondsman 
for several parties—bow many he could not state— 
whose bonds aggregate about $20,000.

THE POLICE BOARD CENSURED. 
Coroner Brady held an inquest yesterday in 


the case of James Nolan, who was arrested for in- 


toxication Noy. 21, and died while confined in a 


cell in the Twenty-eighth Precinct Station-house. 
Col. Emmons Clark, Secretary of the Board of 
Health, testified that in December, 1874, Dr. W. H. 
B. Post, then a Sanitary Inspector, examined the 
front and rear buildings of this station-house and 
pronounced them dangerous to life and health, 


especially the rear building. in which the cells are 
situated. The cells are on the first floor, and Dr, 


Post found them dark, damp. and badly ventilated. 
The floor rested on the ground, and was soaked 
with drainage from a large stable, which flowed 
aguinst the rear wall. In other respects both 
buildings were declared unfit for use. Chief Clerk 
Hawley, Inspector Dilks, Sanitary Engineer Nealis, 
Police Captain Gunner, and several officers testified 
to the miserable condition of the station-house, and 
Controller Campbell was a witness to show that 
$60,000 was appropriated a few years ago by the 
Board of Estimate to build two new station-houses, 
and $15,000 of this sum was still unexpended. He 
testified also that an engineer from the Finance 
Department had examined the T'wenty-eighth 
Precinct house and found it for sanitary 
reasons unfit for use. The jury brought in a ver- 
dict to the effect that Nolan came to his death 
from alcoholism, accelerated by escaping sewer- 
gas in bis cell. The verdict conciuded as follows: 
“We censure the Police Commissioners for per- 
mitting prisoners to be confined in the cells of the 
Twenty eighth Precinct Station-house after having 
been notified of their faulty condition. We recom- 
mend that hereafter no person be confined in said 
station-house until its sanitary defects have been 


remedied.”’

VALUABLE PROPERTY CHANGES HANDS, 

Elliott W. Todd and his wife have trans- 
ferred to Louis Todd six dwelling-houses, with 
lots each 25 by 100.5, on the north side of Fifty-ninth- 
street, between Fifth and Madison avenues.

FIRE IN A KNITTING MILL. 

Shortly before 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
a fire occurred in the winnowing-room on the 
ground floor of the Manhattan Knitting Mills, Nos, 
231, 238, and 285 East Forty-second-street. In this 
room the baled cotton as it is received from the 
steamers is cleaned of all dust and other impurities 
by passing the cotton through the Van Winkle win- 
nowing-machine, a number of which machines 
are constantly at work in the factory. The 
fire was caused hy the ignition of the 
raw eotton either from heat generated by 


the rapidly revolving machinery or the 
head of a match which had accidentally become 
mixed with the cotton. Suddenly thecotton about 
one of the winnowing machines was ablaze. An 
alarm was given, and all the workpeople in the 
upper floors of the building, numbering between 
80 and 90, reached the street without accident in a 
few moments.
